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UNITED STATES MINTS. 
T lie Director <»f the Mint is Opposed to a 
Redaction ia Salaries. 
W ashington, February 18th.—A com­ 
munication from the Director of the Mint 
was yesterday transmitted to the House, 
protesting against the reduction made in 
the estimates for Mint service by the Ap­ 
propriation Committee. Of the failure of 
the committee to provide for the operation 
of the Carson Ciiy Mint, as an assay office, 
the Director having expressed his views to 
the committee on the subject, ha has noth­ 
ing to say, but with reference to all other 
Mints he declares that the estimates were 
made for the smallest appropriations con­ 
sistent with their business in eucli, without 
a reduction of salaries, which, he says, is 
well known are not such as can be reason­ 
ably reduced, especially under the circum­ 
stances that they are fur services, without 
exception, more or less of an expert char­ 
acter, and are at the lowest point consistent 
with skill, efficiency and accuracy and 
fidelity in work where they are indispens­ 
able requisites. 
The Director takes up the course of the 
insufficient appropriation in detail, begin­ 
ning with the Mint at Denver, Colorado. 
Here, he says, only one-third of the amount 
estimated requisite for the operation ot the 
Mint on its present basis has been made, 
while there is every reason to suppose de­ 
posits will be largely in excess during the 
next year, as compared with those in the 
previous year. Concerning the Assay Of­ 
fice at Boise City, Idaho, the Director 
pointed to the (act that the business has 
more than doubled the past year, and says 
the appropriations made by the committee 
will be inadequate for the support of the 
Assay Otfice, without closing it to depos­ 
itors toward the cluse of the fiscal year. 
In the case of the Assay Office at Helena, 
Montana, attention is called to the fact that 
deposits have increased from $757,000 to 
$1,187,000 during the past two years, and 
that the committee has reduced the appro­ 
priation for its support, in the face of the 
recommendation for an increase of com­ 
pensation to the employes. The item for 
wages of the workmen at the New York 
Assay Office was reduced by $5,000. The 
Director says that no such reduction can be 
made without impairing the efficiency of 
the office in a very important field of work ; 
where, indeed, it would be more exten­ 
sively and seriously felt than in any other 
branch of the Mint service. 


THE AMERICAN TURF. 
Speculations Concerning the Kentucky 
Derby and H aggin's Stable. 
N ew York, February I8th.—T he Mail 
and Express sporting editor says: The Ken­ 
tucky Derby will be decided on Churchill 
Downs, May 11.th. I wish to go upon 
record for Alcade, or whichever horse Hag- 
gin may choose to represent him in the 
classic State, i believe Alcade to be the 
Eick of the lot. If Haggin should not start 
im it will be due to the fact that he thinks 
Bancura, Bainbiidge, Tulare. Silverbow or 
Damuth equally competent to last. All 
the turf authorities seem to agree that Al­ 
cade will not be sent to Louisville for the 
Derby, but that Haggin will save him for 
the rich emporium at Sheepshead Bay, in 
which he will be entitled to 14 pounds al­ 
lowance, as a maiden two-year-old. The 
chief reason why Haggin will probably en­ 
ter Alcade for tlie Derby is that he derives 
considerable revenue trom his stable by 
heavy wagers on the speed and endurance 
of the horses he breeds. He has more than 
a million dollars invested in his turf enter­ 
prises. The stake money to be won during 
one season would not pay him for the in­ 
terest on capital invested. His expenses 
must be nearly $100,090. That is not’ 
nearly the limit of what he may win dur­ 
ing a successful season. Consequently he 
invests his money on the speed of his 
horses, hoping by good training to derive 
good returns. 
H earst-Calhonn Engagem ent. 
W ashington, February 18th.—The Pa­ 
cific slope contingent in Washington soci­ 
ety is anxiously awaiting the result of cer­ 
tain matrimonial negotiations now pend­ 
ing in New York. Miss Eleanor Calhoun, 
the English actress, arrived in New York 
on the steamer yesterday. Senator Hearst's 
.son was in New York to meet her, and 
Mrs. llearst, it is said, has gone to New 
York to have a conference with the lady 
and with the youth. The announcement 
of the engagement of young Hearst to Miss 
-Calhoun, who is considerably his senior, 
was met by the emphatic opposition of 
Mrs. Hearst to the match. Reports here 
are that young Hearst persists, and that 
Mrs. Hearst threatens to disinherit him if 
he does not abandon the lovely object of bis 
tender affections. News of the conference 
between the interested parties is anxiously 
awaited. 
HISS CALHOUN INTERVIEWED — DID NOT COME 
TO M \ RRY HEARST. 
N ew Y o r k, F eb ru ary 18th.—The Herald 
has the following relating to Miss Calhoun : 
On arriving in New York Miss Oalfioun 
was received by her relative, Captain John 
C. Calhoun, grandson of the celebrated 
Southern statesman, who lives with his 
family at the New York Hotel. She had 
called on him in regard to the business on 
which she came to America—being profes­ 
sional business -and had received hearty 
welcome to abide with him while she re­ 
mained in the city. Captain Calhoun re­ 
ceived the reporter, with Miss Calhoun, and 
assisted in carrying out the common pur­ 
pose of all in conducting the interview as 
diplomatically and delicately as its nature 
demanded, th e lady greatly regretted that 
the adventuresome nature of her reaching 
her native land should have called attention 
to her private a (fairs, but as it evidently 
had, she had already received numerous 
visits from the press on the subject. She 
was willing to correct the erroneous im­ 
pressions that had gone abroad concerní ng 
them. Her engagement to Hearst was an 
indisputable fact, and had been since the 
18th of last June. She did not. however, 
come home for the purpose of marrying 
him. She had a play that had been writ­ 
ten for her. and she was about to produce 
it. and had other business which made 
it. necessary 
for her 
to come to 
New York. 
Only this and noth­ 
ing more, was the object of her 
perilous mid-winter trip.

friends, she said there was none, or at least 
there had been none, until very lately, and 
such as there was is directed not at the en­ 
gagement. but at its resulting in marriage 
just now, it being thought better that the 
young man, just out of college, bad better 
wait a while. Mrs. Hearst had been her 
benefactor and her very dear friend, and 
had always received her at her home since 
she first took an interest in her professional 
welfare. Miss Calhoun regretted that the 
matter should have excited public inter­ 
est, but as it bad done so. she appreciated 
the opportunitv offered her to sel matters 
straight. She’was dignified, but agreeable 
iu mantlets, and accepted the matter as one 
of the annoyances that follow the members 
of her profession.

These gentle­ 
men disolaim any intention on the part of 
their respective Governments to assume a 
protectorate over the islands. They have 
suggested that, in view of the fact that the 
jresent Consuls at Apia have been more or 
ess concerned in the internal troubles 
there, it would be better to relieve them 
and till their places with new men, who 
shall be instructed to attend strictly to their 
legitimate duty and leave King Malieto to 
manage his affairs unmolested. It is also 
said in this connection that the next Con­ 
sul to Apia will not be a Californian, bat 
that he will be taken from one ol the East­ 
ern States.

W a s h in g t o n , February 18th.—The Secre­ 
tary ot the Senate to-day transmitted to 
the’Senate a letter from the Governor of 
Washington Territory, together with a me­ 
morial of the Commissioners of Kings 
county, W. T.. requesting reimbursement 
by the United States Senate in the sum of 
$4,163, for expenses incurred by the county 
iu the suppression of violence and enforce­ 
ment of the law during the anti-Chinese 
disturbances in Seattle in November. 1885, 
and February, 1886. The Secretary is of 
the opinion that the claim is a just one, and 
recommends its payment. 
Com m ittee on Education and Labor, 
W a s h in g t o n , February 18th.—The Com­ 
mittee on Education and Labor, which 
prosecuted the investigation ol the labor 
question in New \o rk and New England 
last summer, has been authorized to con­ 
tinue its inquiries during the recess of 
Congress. It is learned that the committee 
contemplates a visit to San Francisco dur­ 
ing the summer, for the especial purpose 
of making a legislative inquiry into the 
evils of Chinese immigration, as a bill to 
restrict their immigration will be intro­ 
duced next session. This investigation 
may prove of some practical benefit to the 
coast. 
Outstandiug T itles to the 01(1 Mint Lots. 
W a s h in g t o n , February 18th.—The Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury- has written a letter 
to the Honse Judiciary Committee, advis­ 
ing that the Morrow bill to buy the out­ 
standing titles to the old Mint lots on 
Commercial street, San Francisco, be not 
passed. The bill appropriates $150,000, or 
so much thereof as the Secretary might 
deem proper, for the purchase of these 
titles, and the Secretary does not think the 
Government at the present time needs to 
invest.

Californian Raisin M arket Dem oralized. 
New Y o r k , February 18th.—The market 
for California raisins here is certainly de­ 
moralized. It is estimated the stock in this 
city to-day approaches closely on GO,000 
boxes, and as a considerable portion con­ 
sists of undesirable goods, the holders find 
it difficult to obtain buyers, even at the 
preseDt nominal quotations of the market.

H unting tlie Murderer. 
N a p a , February 18th.—A SheritTs posse 
is scouring the mountains, hunting “ Pete” 
in Woodin valley, where Millie Lyons was 
mnrdered yesterday. If the murderer is 
caught by anybody’but (he Sheriff he will 
surely be lynched. Excitement is great. 
The Sheriff offers $250 reward for “ Pete’s” 
capture. Particulars are very meager about 
(he murder, as no one was present. Those 
that have been received are as follows: 
Lyons and his wife were in Napa on Friday 
and returned home about 4 o'clock. Their 
home was near the road. He left his wife 
at home and drove on to a neighbor's one- 
fourth of a mile further, to return the bor­ 
rowed spring wagon used that day. Re­ 
turning home with the horses, he was met 
near the house by the hired man, whose 
name is unknown, who leveled a rifle and 
fired at Lyons twenty yards distant. Lyons 
retreated on a run, leaving the horses, and 
called on the neighbors for help. Two more 
shots were fired at him, neither hitting. 
When the Swede fired the first shot his 
hands were bloody. 
The neighbors went 
to the house and’ found Mrs. Lyons dead. 
Her throat, face and chin were cut. The 
babe, 11 months old, was crying in a room 
near the dead body. 
The deed was done 
after Lyons left his wife at home on his 
return from Napa. About half an hour in­ 
tervened before he returned from the 
neighbor’s with the horses. The murderer 
escaped into the mountains, which are 
brushy and rough. The whole neighbor­ 
hood is hunting him, and if found he will 
probably not be captured alive, as he took 
a Henry rifle with him. If captured he will 
surely be lynched 
Arraignm ent of tlie Dynam iters. 
S a n F r a n c isc o, February IStb.—Stites 
and Dean, the striking carmen accused of 
felony in placing dynamite on the car 
tracks, were arraigned in the Police Court 
this morning.

Sacram ento. 
[Spirit of the Times, February 13th. ( 
A newspaper is supposed to be the repre­ 
sentative of the community in the midst 
of which it is published : that is, if it re­ 
ceives sufficient patronage and support to 
maintain itself and uphold its circulation. 
A paperas no better nor worse under such 
circumstances than the community that 
tolerates it. and therefore, as the Sacra­ 
mento llee is upheld, maintained and sup­ 
ported by the people of Sacramento, it be­ 
comes the absolute representative of those 
people. No city in the State has needed 
friends mure than Sacramento. No peo­ 
ple in California have been more persist­ 
ent and imperious in their demands from 
other localities in the State for aid, sup­ 
port and countenance, no people in the 
State have had the disinterested advocacy 
of true-hearted friends to a greater extent 
than tlie people of Sacramento. Yet no 
people in the State, under similar circum­ 
stances, have evinced more black-hearted 
ingratitude than the people of Sacramento, 
iu’tlie fact that they indorse, palliate and 
sanction every dirty and contemptible in­ 
sult and sneer, every misrepresentation 
and libel, evr-rv personal attack made 
against their best friends by their own 
newspaper organ. We hold the people of 
Sacramento. responsible for the brutal, 
lying and unmannerly attacks that are con­ 
stantly being made in the Sacramento Dee 
against those who have always been fore­ 
most in good deeds in bebalf of Sacra­ 
mento, ami unlike their organ. ’’ without 
money and without price and with many’ 
of them forbearance has ceased to be a 
virtue, and they will resent the lying black­ 
guardism of their organ, even if it becomes 
necessary to make open ami aboveboard 
lights against the interests of Sacramento. 
One ot two propositions in connection 
with tliis matter is self-evident; either 
Sacramento has reached a position where 
she considers herself so strong she can 
turn back upon her old friends and advo­ 
cates, or she is afraid of her newspaper 
organ, and permits her friends to be 
villainously insulted because she is too 
cowardly to protest.

The writer of this lias been tbe firm, un- 
deviating. disinterested friend of Sacra­ 
mento, personally since 1850, and a:- a 
journalist for the last thirty-five years, in 
adversity and prosperity, in gloom and 
happiness. He has stood by Sacramento, 
and shared her dangers and vicissitudes in 
her most trying times, and when many of 
her own people deserted her, and he did so 
out of pure regard and consideration for 
the people and the place interested ; never 
in a single instance has he failed in itis ad­ 
vocacy of the interests of Sacramento, 
when he knew what they were, and with­ 
out waiting for any request so to do in con­

“ The Royal Gallery of Poetry and Art ” 
is a new book, a fine quarto richly illus­ 
trated and presenting favorite poetic gems 
of the English lunguage, and also some of 
the choicest productions of authors, living 
and dead. It is by Rev. W. 11. Milburn, 
D. D., Chaplain of’the House of Represent­ 
atives, at Washington, and known far and 
wide as the " Blind Preacher.” Of such 
books there Lave been thousands, and in a 
great many cases they have fallen more 
or less short of their aim. In this case Mr. 
Milburn has carefully avoided any extrav­ 
agance of attempt. The book is all it pre­ 
tends to be and more. Pieces have neither 
been included nor excluded because popu­ 
lar or unpopular, but what appears has 
been, it is evident, chosen for the purity ot 
the thought it expresses, the elegance of 
style, and the striking manner iu w hich it 
illustrates the schools of the writers. The 
setting out of an intellectual feast by choos­ 
ing from a mvraid of dishes, is one of the 
most difficult of tasks, and he best accom­ 
plishes it who addresses the best tastes and 
invites trained and untrained appetites 
alike, to the most nourishing and delicious 
food. There is such a thing as read­ 
ing too much, and that is the case 
of those who attempt to read nearly all the 
leading and standard poets and essayists. 
Some have accomplished it—the million 
cannot and should not. To popularize 
good literature, it must be given in homeo­ 
pathic portions, and with homeopathic fre­ 
quency. Books, good books, so far from 
being rare are too plentiful, in one sense; 
for there is confusion in the ntiud of the 
general reader how best to select. Such 
collections as this before us will not only 
aid him to wise discrimination, but will 
very largely lessen the need for any at­ 
tempt to possess himself of all that he may 
desire. For here are the gems of the 
standard poets and many»of the richest 
productions in prose, also a great array of 
rare good things by w riters numbered by 
the many score, whose books only the few 
can procure because ol’ the great number, 
and whose literary achievements in 
a great many cases have been crowned 
by only a very few real gems. 
Here, 
in Mr. Milburn's compilation, we find 
not only the brilliancy of Moore, the ro­ 
mance of Byron, the deep sentiment of 
Burns, the wit of Saxe, the loftier flights of 
Tennyson, the best from the pens of Hogg, 
Shelley, Jonson, Milton, Herrick, Cow- 
per, Bryant, Longfellow, Scott, Whit­ 
tier, Montgomery, Southey, and a long list 
of great geniuses, but sparkling gems from 
lesser lights, whose effulgence has not been 
world wide, such as Tavlor, Weir, Charlotte 
Smith, Barbanld, Marston, Trowbridge, 
Eastman, Realf, Boker, Logan, Proctor, 
Busbnell and hundred others, not to men­ 
tion some of the richest treasures of song, 
the authorship of which is lost in 
that mystery “ Anonymous.” Here, too, 
are to be found some of the most choice 
prose from such as Heber, Lytton, Dickens, 
Thwreau and Punshon. It is only to be 
regretted that the prose selections are 
few, the greater number of the pieces 
beingjfrom the poets. As all such books 
tend to create an appetite for good 
reading, and supply to many all they can 
possibly have of choice literature, we ap­ 
prove them—and few, if any, have we seen 
as charming as this volume. It treats of 
home and fireside, love and friendship, na­ 
ture, country life, patriotism, camp and 
battlefield, narrative, persons and places, 
sentiment and reflection, grief and pathos, 
the nobiliiy of life, the better land, domes­ 
ticity, wit. humor, etc. Four hundred 
spirited illustrations enrich .the volume, 
which is supplemented by brief biograph­ 
ies of authors. The volume is less in size, 
but bears a close resemblance to “ The 
Golden Treasury of Poetry and Prose,” but 
is, by reason of compactness, placed within 
the reach of many who do not feel able to 
purchase the larger work. It is from the 
press of the N. D. Thompson Publishing 
Company. New York and St. Louis, is in­ 
troduced on this coast by Dewey & Co., 
San Francisco, and for Sacramento W. H. 
Lyon has the agency, 
Ben Perley Poore is too well known to 
need introduction at our hands. He is not 
a strong, but an interesting and a witty 
writer. His memory is one of tbe most 
wondet ful of storehouses of events in the 
lives of prominent men of the century 
who have been related, one wav and an­ 
other, to tbe nation and the national me­ 
tropolis. His volumes, “ I’erley’s Reminis­ 
cences of Sixty Years in the National 
Metropolis,” at once constitute a graphic 
narrative of men and their doings, political 
byways and methods, women of society 
and their influence, Congressmen, Senators, 
Presidents, Secretaries, and other officials, 
and an insight into Washington society life 
and official closets. It fairly runs over with 
good portraits and some of the most gro­ 
tesque and amusing of illustrations, and of 
anecdote and dramatic incident it is a 
perfect treasury of stirring narrative. It 
illustrates as no other has, tbe wit, humor, 
genius, eccentricities, jealousies, ambitions 
and intrigues of statesmen, diplomats, rep­ 
resentatives of foreign powers, and officials 
at Washington. The recital is easy, rapid, 
witty, and draws aside the curtain trom 
much of public and private life. The book 
will be a revelation to most ot this gener­ 
ation, and possesses a value in one respect 
that no other does—thousands will read it 
and be introdnced to the inner political and 
social life of the long ago who would never 
learn much of it from any other source. It 
is, indeed, one of the most entertaining 
narratives of life in Washington ever pro­ 
duced, and has the merit of being written 
in a vein that keeps the reader in a merry 
humor.

It is published 
on fine paper, its engravings are good, and 
its literature—which is largely stories by 
well-known authors—is presented in a 
neat typographical appearance. Price $1 a 
year. There is also published as a com­ 
panion of “ Home Life" a much smaller 
magazine, issued monthly, named “ The 
Pearl.” It is a sixteen-page story paper, 
profusely illustrated, ami furnished by the 
same company at 25 cents per y’ear.

In political data it is especially full and 
almost indispensable. It gives a political 
record for 1886 of all States and Territories, 
the platform of each upon leading issues; 
the flection laws and naturalization laws ; 
census statistics; financial and pension 
data; commercial facts and figures; edu­ 
cational statistics; sporting data, etc. Price, 
25 cents. 
The very interesting “ Leaves from the 
Life of Carlisle,” from the pen of Thomas 
Powell, are continued in “ Frank Leslie’s 
Sunday Magazine” for March. A highly 
interesting historical sketch of the Tuileries, 
with numerous illustrations, is given, cov­ 
ering several centuries, and reflecting the 
pomp and reverses of that renowned place. 
Many other articles in this number will at- 
tract’attention. 57 Park Place, New York. 
The last number of Carl Browne's “Open 
Letter” contains an effective cartoon on 
“ Senator Stanford’s good work for Califor­ 
nia, in procuring $245,000 as repayment to 
the State of overpaid war debt.”

FOREIGN NEWS ITEMS. 
German agents are buying horses in Eng­ 
land. 
Tbe British High Commissioner to Egypt 
has submitted to the Porte a proposal to 
neutralize Egypt. 
A law has been passed in Holland by 
which 12.000 of the lowest drinking shops 
Lave been closed. 
It is said that Mrs. Mackay will be one 
Ot the highest bidders at the coming sale 
of the French crown jewels. 
A London Episcopal diocese has been 
prohibited the raising of church money by 
lottery or theatrical entertainments. 
There is to be a series of elalxjrate and 
solenoid fetes at Berlin front March lffth to 
28th, in celebration of the 90th birthday of 
Emperor William. 
The Prefect of the Seine allows 806 ex­ 
cursionists a day to visit the sewers and 
catacombs in aid of the sufferers from Che 
floods in the south of France. 
The son of the Duchess de Galliera prob­ 
ably has the finest collection of postage 
stamps in the world, filling 300 volumes 
and costing more than $350,000. 
Orders have just been received at Bris­ 
bane. Australia, from different points of 
the Continent of Europe for an aggregate 
of 15,000 cases of canned meats. 
About twentv lay missionaries are nofc 
employed in London visiting the public 
bouses. They are, on the whole, well re­ 
ceived, and have made many converts to 
total abstinence. 
The Ameer of Afghanistan is a discour­ 
ager of letter-writing and an enemy of 
newspapers. He collects 12 cents for each 
letter inside his dominion, and no less than 
$1 12 for each newspaper. 
A Berlin newspaper claims to have au­ 
thentic information that General Boulan­ 
ger, the French Minister of War, is prepar­ 
ing for the movement of troops to the 
eastern frontier, and that the order to 
move will be issued on the 21st. 
Berlin, with 903 associations of various 
kinds, has generally been regarded as the 
great German head center of organizations, 
but it is now claimed that the place belongs 
to Munich, which has the name of no less 
than 1,165 organizations inscribed on the 
police register. 
Balloons are to be introduced into China.

A Q u e e r D e a t h .—An unusual case of 
hanging occurred in Napa counlv a few 
days ago. It seems that a man by the 
name of Wm. Johnson accompanied a com­ 
mercial traveler into the country, his mis­ 
sion being to clear tbe road of ol s ructions, 
fallen trees, ftc. He rclu ncd heme de­ 
cidedly under the iDffutnce of liquor and 
having in his posarafion a llask of wh:sky. 
He went to a lictel to go to bed, but becom­ 
ing sick repaired to the back yard, which 
is inclosed by’ a picket fence, to relieve bis 
stomach of the vile poison of which he had 
imbibed too freely. He leaned over ibc 
fence to vomit, and his head caught be­ 
tween the pickets, which were pointed,and 
there he strangled to death. 
What an 
awful lesson in intemperance there is in 
the above occurrence. Young men and 
old, beware of the picket-fence when you 
are " full.” Even young men who are in 
the habit of tarrying at the front gate with 
their best girl might learn a lesson from 
the above tragic execution. This weather 
especiaJy might prove fatal. Suppose you 
should become weak from an overdose of 
“ chin music,” taffy and zero weather and 
fall over on the gate and hang yourself, and 
in the morning the Coroner would come 
around and sit upon you.

Many people use gly­ 
cerine on their hands when they go to bed, 
wearing their gloves to keep the bedding 
clean; but glycerine does not agree with 
every one. It makes some skin harsh and 
red. These people should rub their hands 
with dry oatmeal and wear gloves in bed. 
A good preparation for the hands at night 
is the white ot egg, with a grain of alum dis­ 
solved in it. The “Roman toilet paste" is 
merely white of egg, barley- llour and 
honey. They say it was used by the Ro­ 
mans in olden time. It is a first-rate thing, 
but it doe3 not do the work any better than 
oatmeal. The roughest and hardest hands 
can be made soft and white in a month's 
time by doctoring them a little at bedtime; 
and all the tools you need are a nail-brush, 
a bottle of ammonia, a box of powdered 
borax and little fine, white sand to rub the 
stains off, or a cut of a lemon, which will 
do even better, for the acid of the lemon 
will clean anything.— Pomdar Science 
Monthly. 


W h a t S u g a r C a n D o .— Says a British 
writer : Unrefined sugar has, it is S3id. been 
long used in India as an ingredient of mor­ 
tar. It has been recently poin.ed out that 
sugar-cane and lime form a chemical com­ 
pound suitable as a cement. Equal quali­ 
ties of finely-powdered lime of a common 
sort and good brown sugar mixed with va 
ter form a mortar which has been found to 
join stone and even glass. The lime should 
be thoroughly’ slacked with air, for if any 
dry particles are left they will ultimately 
swell and break the joint. I’ortland ce­ 
ment can also, it is stated, he improved by 
the addition of a little sugar. Sugar is also 
mixed with plaster of paris in modeling— 
an ounce of sugar to each half-pint of wa­ 
ter. Sugar has recently been tried in Italy 
with success as an anti-incrustator in boil­ 
ers. Two kilogrammes of sugar were 
added to the water in a 20-horse-power 
Field tubular boiler with 126 tubes, and 
after forty-five days work the boiler could 
be cleaned without scraping it, as the su­ 
gar detached the “ scale.’ 
A “ Big T hing.”—The South Mountain 
Water Company makes a gigantic proposi­ 
tion to the city of Philadelphia for the lease 
of her water-works system for fifty years, 
proposing, in addition to the payment ol a 
yearly rental of $500 000, to lay out $5,000,­ 
000 on permanent improvement of the 
storage and distribution systems, $6,000,­ 
000 more at the direction and pleasure of 
tlie city, and $41,000,000 in three water con­ 
duits from- I’olnt Pleasant. The total out­ 
lay for the benffit of the city, including 
rent, would be $120,000.000, besides current 
expenses amounting to $31,000 000, and in­ 
terest. $41,000,000. The company's total re­ 
ceipts for the fifty years, at the present city 
charges, are estimated at $236,000.000, and 
their net profit $45,000,000—the whole 
plant then to become the property of the 
city.—Sanitary Era.

OLIVE CULTURE. 


EXTENT OF THE INDUSTRY 
OTHER COUNTRIES. 
IN 


Suggestions as to 
the Probable 
Profits to be Derived Therefrom 
in California. 


T he M aladies of C aged B irds. 
T he melancholy part of the study of 
cagcd birds is the abundance of diseases to 
which they are liable. 
Especially during 
the winter and the early spring the pa­ 
thetic little captives are apt to suffer and 
die in a way which makes the very fact of 
their captivity a reproach. 
After "examin­ 
ing the grisly catalogue of their complaints 
we have come to the conclusion that the 
excessive dullness of their life in cages 
drives them to the only indulgence which 
is possible to them —that of overeating 
themselves. The excited bird which falls 
from its perch, in the m iddle of a burst of 
song, sm itten with apoplexy; the hot and 
lum py bird which is a victim to hepatitis ; 
the corpulent bird whose figure no dande­ 
lion leaves or Epsom salts will reduce ; the 
epileptic bird that drags on existence by 
sipping tincture of lobelia and drops of 
castor oil, all these melancholy invalids 
would have escaped their sad condition if 
they could have resisted 
the tem pting 
heriipseed and 
the 
luscious 
milksop. 
But how are they to drag life through 
their 
long, 
monotonous 
days? 
In 
the utter insipidity of aviary existence the 
open and inexhaustible box of food decoys 
them like a vice, and they succumb to 
tem ptation, as Mine. Bovary did, from 
sheer, unm itigated ennui. Sometimes, in 
the latter stages o f decline, all reticence is 
thrown aside, and the unfortunate songster 
sits all day long at the feeding-trougb, shell­ 
ing and throwing aside the lota! that it 
positively can not swallow, and yet must 
be handling. In these sad cases a live 
spider is sometimes found beneficial, as for 
hysterical hum an patients the family doc­ 
tor may recommend a pantomime. It is 
curious that the bird fanciers persist in 
feeding their charges hemp-seed, probably 
because the iiresponsible little wretches 
gobble it up with so much greediness. But 
this is no more a reason for giving it to 
them than the fact that children like m aca­ 
roons would be a reason for feeding them 
daily upon this indigestible dainty. 
Birds 
require at least as much care as children in 
selecting for them, not what they prefer, 
but what is best.— Saturday Review.

Our people 
are 
enter­ 
prising, more 
so 
than any other in 
the 
world, 
but 
it is best that our 
energies are directed in the way to eivc 
the best results. 
I am incliued to The be­ 
lief that those who give their best lands to 
the growing of the olive in this region will 
regret the action at some later day, although 
I believe our soil and clim ate are most 
favorable. 
I do not believe the te.-ults 
will be i i profitable as generally expected. 
The olive berry is most valuable as an 
article of food, as well as its oil, but the 
produce will be brought in competition 
with the cheapest soil and labor in the 
world, and with a product which is not 
limited, and can be laid down without in- 
jnry by transportation wherever a demand 
exists. 
I have had occasion to observe 
several times, upon travels through Italy, 
Spain and the southern part of France, the 
enormous extent of the olive growth, and 
the features connected with 
the cheap 
gathering of the berries and the extraction 
of the oil. 
In foreign countries good land is rarely 
given for the trees, and I have traveled for 
hundreds of miles in dry and comparatively 
arid tracts where the olive trees seemed to 
m ake a continuous orchard, bearing wilh- 
out cultivation or care, as they probably 
had for hundreds of years, giving a valu­ 
able food for the people. I have observed 
that the margin of profit was so sm all 
that able-bodied men were seldom em ­ 
ployed in the gathering of the berries, 
which were picked and beat off the trees 
and gathered from the ground by the very 
old, or very young, or by iemales incapable 
of working in the fields. 
One m ust be among the people there to 
see how very poor they are, and how diffi 
cult it is for them to more than m ake a 
Dare living from the products of their ex­ 
tensive olive orchards, which bear without 
cultivation of any kind. 
In the principal 
olive-growing countries cultivation of the 
trees is not considered desirable, for expe­ 
rience has fully demonstrated tnis, as well 
as the fact that it is not necessary to give 
them a good alluvial soil, but to grow them 
upon rocky and 
comparatively 
barren 
tracts, so that they will be seen growing in 
the most barren aud fantastic places, and 
often upon the hillsides where the scanty 
soil is held up to the roots by stones piled 
against them . 
. 
It is wonderful to see how they thrive in 
such [daces, and to consider that they have 
been bearing fruit probably for hundreds 
of years under such circumstances. 
I have 
a large photograph of an old olive tree 
which interested me very much, growing 
in the northern part of Italy near the, 
M editerranean. This tree was estimated to 
be over 1,000 years old, and bore the marks 
of having been burnt out a num ber of 
times. 
It presented a 
large mass of 
gnarled roots and half trunk, twenty or 
twenty-five feet high, and about fifteen feet 
wide, through which in various places the 
daylight could be seen by the splitting up 
of old age and the work of ancient fires. 
Yet, from the top of this gobiin-Uke struct­ 
ure the liisty-appearing limbs were leaded 
with berries. 
It is not uncommon in southern France, 
along the barren lands adjoining the Medi­ 
terranean. to see old olive orchards of 
great extent, bearing average crops, where 
the trees are so aged and split up that one 
could pass easily through the opening of 
m any of the trunks. 
The olives of the 
Garden of Gethsemane. at Jerusalem , are 
said to have been growing at the com­ 
m encement of the Christian Era, and are 
claimed to have been on the tax roils over 
a thousand years. 
The iabor of expressing the oil and pre­ 
paring it for use is light, although requir­ 
ing care, and supplies tbe peasant and his 
family with food in the berry, and hotter 
and lard in tbe oil. 
W ith the oil he also 
anoints his body as a specific against .■beu- 
matism and the m any ills that flesh is heir 
to. It is oflen said in Italy when one d:es 
of very old a g e: "Ah, be had plenty of 
good oil.” There is no doubt hut that the 
use of good oil is highly beneficial, and its 
daily and more general use in this country 
should be encouraged, and this advantage 
be caintd by its production berc. where 
there will be no difficulty in getting a pure 
article. 
It may be claimed that a profit is being 
made by the few principal manufacturers 
oí olive oil in the State at tbe present time, 
which m ay b e quite true; but that does 
not prove th at our best lands should be put 
down to olives. 
The price which has been paid for the 
lim ited am ount of good oil made in this 
State has been fully double that which a 
good, sound foreign oil could be laid down 
for, and good oil can be obtained here as 
well as that which is badly adulterated. 
A first-class oil can be laid down here at 
$2 per gallon, duty paid, and a gallon will 
pretty nearly fill three-quarters of a dozen 
of the bottles usually filled. 
The pickled olives, in bulk, can also be 
laid down at a very low price—very low. In 
comparison with the fancy price paid for a 
single bottle. 
Besides the demand for 
pickled olives Is a very limited one, and 
even if the olive should be eaten generally, 
tbe aggregate am ount required would be 
small, as it is taken only as a relish, and 
not as a substantial article of food. 
The area of sterile lands in olives in the 
old countries is immense. 
In 
Italy 
alone the extent is given at 1,235,000 acres, 
and the oil product at 40,000,000 gallons ; 
while Spain, Portugal, France, Algeria, 
Sicily, 
the Greek 
Islands, Syria, and 
various other 
countries 
produce 
im ­ 
mense quantities, and upon lands which 
are very cheap, and where labor is very 
low. 
Freights are low now, and always 
will be, besides the present United States 
protective duty on oil is not likelv tobe ex­ 
acted for a Jong period. 
The product of olive trees is greatly exag­ 
gerated. 
Under favorable conditions they 
may often yield largely. The highest esti­ 
m ate of yield from the most prolific trees 
in Italy is about three gallons of oil. while 
the average yield of all the olive orchards 
of Tuscany is given by the highest statisti­ 
cal authority as one-third of a gallon of oil 
to the tree. 
This includes the first, second 
and third pressings, and only a portion of 
this result would consist of first-class oil, 
the second and third pressings being used 
for soap, cooking and illum inating pur­ 
poses. 
Even petroleum, cheap and now 
universally distributed as it is through the 
world, has only partially succeeded in dis­ 
placing olive oil as an illum inator. 
Even France, large producer as she is of 
olive oil, and having large tracts of land 
suitable for an increased olive area, and 
competing as she does tc monopolize in all 
products she can produce, does not at­ 
tem pt to supply her home demand, but 
depends more largely than any other coun­ 
try upon foreign supplies. 
England takes 
20,000 tons of olive oil per annum . France 
a vast deal more. 
These considerations have brought m e to 
the conclusion that however favorable our 
conditions may be for the growing of olive 
trees, that our best lands should be put out 
to choice fruit, in which we can equal if 
not surpass any other section, and for 
which the demand ¡3 comparatively inex­ 
haustible, and which in the end will be 
found to pay better than any other pro­ 
ducts.

“ We praise Thee, Oh, God ; we acknowl­ 
edge Thee to be the L o rd ; all the earth 
doth worship Thee, the Father everlast­ 
ing.” 
The majestic Latin hym n swept on until 
it reached the sublime words ; 
" Holy, holy, Lord God of hosts, Heaven 
and earth are full of the majestv of Thv 
glory.”

C ele r y Bauce for T u r k e y .— Beil a head 
of celery until quite tender, then put it 
through a sieve : put the yolk of an egg in 
a bowl and beat it well with the strained 
juice of a lemon ; add the celery and a 
couple of spoonfuls of the liquor in which 
the turkey was boiled ; salt and pepper to 
taste. 
DuTcn S w e e t b r e a p s—Take the striugs 
and sinews from two pounds of lean veal, 
and chop it very fine, with one-quBrter of 
a pound of veal suet; soak a roll in milk 
and beat it light. Mix this with the veal 
and suet and a grate of lemon peel, pepper, 
salt, a very little nutmeg and two eggs. 
Shape like a sweetbread, egg and bread­ 
crumb it, fry a golden brown, and serve 
with thick veal gravy. 


S h i r k e d Egos.—Shirred eggs, cooked a n d 
served in the little dishes with feet, are one 
of the approved courses at a breakfast party. 
A delicate slice of sausage forms the base 
on which the eggs rests, but they must be 
cooked separately, or the sausage will bob 
up through the egg. “ Leghorn eggs "are 
in demand tor this dish. Choice eggs 
come fo the dealers, stamped with the 
name of the farm and the date oi the gath­ 
ering. 


L a y er Ca k e .— Mix one cup of sugar with 
a piece of butter the size of an egg, one cup 
of milk, one well-beaten egg and enough 
flour to make a rather stiff batter, sifting 
one heaping teaspotmful of baking powder 
with the flour. 
Bake in three pan3, 
and for the filling mix one cup of sugar 
with the juice and grated rind of a lemon, 
three teaspocnsfuls of corn starch mixed 
with a little water and a cup of hot water. 
Boil until thick and spread on the cakes.

The existence of whoie nations of gi­ 
gantic persons may be questioned; but 
there can be no reasonable doubt of the 
reality of certain individuals whose hight 
has greatly exceeded that of men in gen­ 
eral. The giant, as a curiosity, has been 
seen by nearly every American boy in the 
museum and in the circus. The stories of 
great giants of the past are more than in­ 
teresting. The exact hight of Og, the King 
of Basham, has been frequently given, 
some supposing him to he more than 
twelve feet in hight, while others think his 
stature did not exceed eleven feet. In like 
manner the giant Goliah, of the Bible, is 
generally computed to have been nine feet 
nine inches high ; but commentators sup­ 
pose that he might have been fully eleven 
feet. The Emperor Maximinus was nine 
feet in hight, and several other Romans ot 
equal stature are said to have lived during 
the reign of Augustus. Accounts are con­ 
tained in the philosophical transactions of 
the Koval Society, of human skeletons dug 
up in England measuring eight and nine 
feet in length. 
These 
were probably 
tne remains of- Romans. 
Many fab­ 
ulous and contradictory 
stories 
were 
, told at one time 
of 
the 
Patagoni­ 
ans, who, acording to 
travelers, had 
been a race of giants. An English official 
once declared that he bad measured the 
bones of the men in sepulchers in South 
America, between eleven and twelve feet 
high. Turner, the naturalist, declares that 
he once saw upon the coast of Brazil a race 
of gigantic savages, one of whom was 
twelve feet in hight. The declaration of 
Turner is all the more credible by the 
statement of M. Thevet, of France, who, 
in his description of America, published 
in Paris in 1575, asserted that he saw and 
measured the skeleton of a South Ameri­ 
can which was eleven feet five inches in 
length. To these remarkable instances 
may he added a well-proportioned living 
man, whom Diemerbrock saw at Utrecht, 
measuring eight feet six inches. Dr. Beca- 
mus, an ancient scholar, reports having 
seen a youth of niDe feet, a man of ten 
feet, and a woman nine feet in hight. 
Walter Parsons, who acted as porter to 
King James 1. of England, was seven feet 
six inches in stature. But the Chinese 
claim to have had men among them in the 
last century who were fifteen feet high. 
However, this report may have no more 
foundation than the chronological fables of 
the sons of China.

F. C. Selous has been writing to the Lon­ 
don Field some interesting experiences 
with lions in Central South Africa. In last 
week's issue he describes an exceedingly 
lortunate day’s sport. While riding with a 
companion in search of game for food, his 
attention was attracted by the shouting of a 
number of Kaffirs. On galloping up to 
them there were cries of “ A lion ! a lion 1 
There! there! close in front of you lying 
flat on the ground.” Mr. Selous' narrative 
proceeds: 
“ I instantly saw him—a large male lion 
crouched perfectly flat, with his head on his 
outstretched paws, aud certainly not more 
than twenty yards from me. I was too 
close to feel inclined to dismount, espe­ 
cially as I was riding a sieadv shooting- 
horse. To rein in, turning my liorse at the 
same time, and to raise my rifle, was the 
work of a moment. My- horse, however, 
would not keep perfectly still, and as I was 
trying to get the sight on to the lion's nose 
below the eyes I saw him draw in his fore­ 
legs, which had been stretched out under 
his chest, then his whole body quivered. I 
knew what these signs portended, and that 
he was on the point of charging. Just 
then I tired and made a very 'lucky shot, as, 
owing to the slight movements of the 
horse, I could not get a steady one. Seeing 
what was coming, I just touched the trig­ 
ger as the sight crossed the lion’s face, and, 
luck being on my side, the bullet struck 
him exactly between the eyes. It drilled a 
small 
hole through 
the frontal bone, 
where it struck and blew oft’a large piece 
at the back of the brain-pan. Death, of 
course, was instantaneous,and I at once set to 
work to skin him. He was a fair-sized 
male in the prime of life. As soon as we 
had skinned him, Laer and J again started 
on in front, closely followed by the Kaffirs. 
We had just entered the belt of forest, on 
the farther side of which ran the valley 
where my camp was situated, when Laer, 
who was some thirty yards in front of me, 
stopped, and. turning round, beckoned to 
me. As I cahie near 1 said : ' What is it, 
Laer?’ 
'I t ’s auother lion, sir,’ he an­ 
swered. ‘ Where?’ I asked, dropping the 
reins and working as hard as I could to 
unfold the skin that was twisted round my 
waist, while at the same time I sought 
everywhere with my eyes in front of me. 
However. I could not make him out, but 
just as I got the skin loose and let it drop 
to the ground, up jumped a lion with a 
loud purr, some fifty yards in front ot me, 
and went off through the forest as hard as 
he could. , Luckily, between the stems of 
the trees there was hut little underwood, 
and the grass was nothing like so long and 
thick as in the valleys, except indeed at the 
bases of the enormous ant-heaps with 
which these forests are studded, where the 
grass always grows longer and thicker than 
anywhere else. As the lion made off I dug 
my spurs into my horse's ribs, and after a 
race of 300 or 400 yards, the lion, finding 
that lie could not get away from me. 
stopped suddenly at one of the large ant- 
heaps 1 have spoken of, faced around and 
stood with glaring eyes and open mouth, 
his head held low between the shoulders, 
looking as savage as he could, growling 
harshly and twitching the end ot his tail 
from side to side. Pulling in my horse 1 
tried to fire again from his back, hut he 
was excited by the gallop, or perhaps the 
growling of the lion disconcerted him, and 
he would not stand still at all. My antag­ 
onist looked so nasty that I scarcely liked 
dismounting as I was’ pretty close to him ; 
and when a lion is driven to bay it is im­ 
possible to tell at what instant he may 
make up his mind to charge. I dismount­ 
ed, however, and, taking a quick but 
steady sight, planted a bullet just between 
his neck and shoulder, on receiving which 
he reared himself up with a loud roar and 
fell oyer sideways, while J inwardly said to 
myself, ‘ I've got him.’ The lion was lying 
hall in and half out the long grass; but on 
regaining the saddle I agaiii looked at the 
same spot; tiie lion was gone! I felt sure 
I had given him a dead shot, and thought 
lie must have just managed to wriggle 
himself into the long grass, and might he 
lying in there dead. 1 rode closed then 
right up to the grass, which stood ins: in a 
patch round the base of the ant-heap, but 
was over six feet in hight and vtry thick. 
I couid, however, neither see nor hear any­ 
thing. The sun was now nearly if not quite 
down. After a little hesitation I resolved 
to take the bull by the horns, and so, dis­ 
mounting, walked into the grass, holding 
my rifle cocked and ready for action. I 
soon found out that the lion was not there, 
either deud or alive, and the blood track 
showed me where he had gone out the 
other side. Here, again, the grass was 
short and sparse, and by the dull evening 
light I could see a whitish line through it 
that marked the lion’s track, which I could 
not have seen by sunlight. Mounting my 
horse and followed by Laer, I went rapidly 
along this track. About 100 yards further 
on there was a patch of longer grass: and 
as soon as I neared it I walked my horse 
very slowly, as I fully expected to find the 
wounded beast iying in it. Nor was I mis­ 
taken ; for on reaching I saw him lying, as 
1 thought, dead about five yards in front of 
me. He was lying stretched on the ground; 
not flat on his side certainly, but half on 
his side, with his hindquarteis nearest me, 
and certainly lying, although he was not, as 
I thought, dead. ' Here he is,’ I called out 
joyfully to Laer, under this impression, 
i Hardly were the words out of my mouth 
' than the lien was on his feet, and round on 
me with marvelous quickness, growling 
savagely; but at the first movement I had 
wrenched my horse round and dug the 
spurs into him, and was at once in full 
flight closely pursued. He did not come 
more than twenty or thirty yards, his 
strength probably tailing him, and I pulled 
up at once, as I saw that an accident had 
happened to Laer. He was some ten yards 
behind me when the lion charged out, and 
turned his pony and galloped off' parallel 
with me; but about twenty yards beyond 
where the lion stopped I suppose the pony 
shied at something, for I saw his rider fall 
off and at once reined in 
Laer, let me 
here say, had a strong thong fastened to 
his waist-belt at the one end and to a run­ 
ning loop on the bridle at the other, in imi­ 
tation of the thin thong which I usually 
use, but which I always arrange in such a 
way that I can iooseu it in an instant. 
He, 
however, had simply tied it in a knot to 
his waistband, and was fast bound to the 
horse. 
“ The position was now this : The lion 
whs standing with open month, from which 
blood was flowing, growling savagely, and 
looking like nothing tint a wounded and 
furious lion, while right in front of him, 
and within thirty yards, stood Laer's re­ 
fractory pony backing toward the lion and 
pulling with him Laer, who, ofcourse, w-as 
looking full into his open jaws, which he 
did not seem to admire. I think I shall 
never forget the momentary glimpse I had 
of his face. He was, at th’at time, only a 
lad of about 15 or 1C years of age, and there 
is no wonder that he was frightened : but 
frightened he most certainly was—his hat 
had fallen off, his mouth was wide open, 
and his eyes staring, and he was puiling 
desperately against the horse that was 
steadily dragging him nearer to the lion. 
The whole scene would make a splendid 
picture. I was a little to the right of Laer 
and a little further off the lion, but not 
much, and he looked altemirtely at the 
two of us. I am sure it was simply want 
of strength that prevented him from com­ 
ing on and mauling either Laer or the 
pony, for before I could raise my rifle he 
sank down to the ground, but still kept hi* 
head up, and, with his mouth wide open, 
never ceased growling or roaring (I do not 
know which is the better word). Of course 
I fired as quickly as I could, the circum­ 
stances not admitting of any delay. I 
aimed right for his open mouth, and at the 
shot his head fell ro suddenly and in such 
a way that I knew the bullet had reached 
his brain. The whole of this scene, which 
has taken so long to describe, was, of 
coarse, only a matter of a few seconds.” 


had their mouths examined, and found 
their teeth were so ragged on the edges and 
so sharp that they did not masticate the 
oats and ate very little hay. When the 
edges had been filed off and^the outer edges 
made smooth, the horses began to gain rap­ 
idly. Many an old horse will renew its 
life if its teeth are “ floated,” as the pro­ 
cess is called. All horses should be exam­ 
ined, especially those which have been eat­ 
ing grain several years. There are more 
horses with jagged teeth than one would 
suppose. A float is a large rounded file, 
and any useful man can smooth the teeth 
with one. The “ vets” always have one, 
and fix the teeth for a dollar a horse, at 
least that is the usual price. The old home 
may be made to live a number of years 
more if his front teeth are filed off or 
shortened so that the grinders can do their 
natural work. There should be more den­ 
tistry with all animals, for often a bad 
tooth causes torture and death. I had a 
sheep nearly starve once because a bone 
she was chewing got snagged in the side of 
her jaw.—Boston Pilot.

THE HYDRAULIC-DAM BILLS. 
It may be taken as granted that the bill 
which practically seeks to legalize hy­ 
draulic-milling methods as now in use, will 
pass the Assembly. It must lie fought now 
in the Senate. If it passes that body and 
becomes a law it will be a serious blow to 
Sacramento and the valley section. It 
will, we believe, have the immediate effect 
to encourage violations of the law in hv- 
draulicking, and to augment the menace 
that process constitutes to all river prop­ 
erty. The more the bill is examined, the 
inore firmly convinced are we that it is in­ 
tended to undo all tiiat has been gained by 
the friends of the valley in the Courts. 
While we entertain the belief that the bill 
is beyond the constitutional power of the 
Legislature to enact, that it invades inali­ 
enable rights the Courts will defend from 
trespass, that it flies in the face of Federal 
laws, still its passage and approval will 
complicate the whole question of river and 
valley protection from the flow of “ slick - 
ens,” and greatly discourage the people in 
their efforts to save the river and valley 
from the demoralizing flood of descending 
sands. In the condemnation of lands for 
the erection of restraining dams is involved 
the question of valuing, possibly, mineral 
lands, the worth of which are an unknown 
quantity, and this is, therefore, a very ob­ 
jectionable clause ; the power to be given 
to erect dams is not fortified by any re­ 
quirements for their maintenance. The 
mere reservation of a per cent, of a fund 
for the contingency of abandonment of the 
dams, burdens the State with the duty and 
cost of keeping up the proposed works 
thereafter, at the expense of ail the [>eo- 
ple. 
This whole provision is vague, 
deals with unknown quantities and 
is devoid of the ordinary guards common 
business experience would throw about 
sucli enterprises. It is not proposed to 
hold back the matter carried in suspen­ 
sion, yet that is precisely the material of 
which we have most cause to complain in 
the valley. The bill proposes to set up 
gigantic water combinations that can crush 
out the drift, quartz and other miners 
above these proposed dams. So objection­ 
able was the provision requiring all those 
above a dam to join with the dam builders 
or cease work, that the committee was yes- 
teraay driven to strike it out. Neverthe­ 
less, the menace to small miners remains. 
If the calamity of this bill becoming a 
law falls upon the valley, and dams are 
built we shall hear of suits by the build­ 
ers to enjoin miners not in the combina­ 
tion from flowing slickens into their 
“ jionds’’—they will invoke precisely the 
same rule of law the valley has made 
effective against hydraulic miners. We I 
have met a few frank, outspoken hydraulic 
miners who have admitted, pityingly, that 
their success means the ruin of rivers and 
river lands, and that the valley takes all 
the risk there is in the bclieme of dams for 
new hydraulic mining. Some of these, 
who would be put upon the rack were their 
names known, have gone to friends in the 
valley and warned them of the inevitable 
if hydraulic mining methods continue be­ 
hind dams to restrain new debris deposits. 
They have frankly admitted that these 
bills for dams are only legislative shields 
for continuing that process which State 
and Federal Courts have condemned, which 
Congress has declared to be dangerous to 
property, destructive of navigation, and 
so worthy to be stopped, that it has 
authorized two of the chief departments 
of the Government to intervene and 
invoke the aid of the Courts to check the 
destruction of navigable waters. It is 
true that in the committee Thursday even­ 
ing a distinguished advocate of the bill 
proved, to his own satisfaction at least, 
that it is all a myth about such vast quan­ 
tities of slickens coming down upon us; 
that we only dream hydraulic mining has 
so filled our streams; that we merely labor 
under delusion of the senses in all this 
matter. But when all this is said and 
done, and by logic it is proven that granite 
is lead, it remains that we hrunc granite to 
be anything else under the sun than lead. 
We know that the suspensory matter is 
just that which constitutes the greater 
menace to the valley; jnst that which fills 
our rivers, leaves a heavy residuum of min­ 
ing slum in our tea-pots and gives gritty 
consistency to the coffee in our cups. We 
look out upon orchards submerged in al­ 
most impalpable hydraulic dust and mud, 
and over acres where once rielily-produc- 
tive gardens flourished, but where now 
only a waste of slickens is to be seen; we 


watch the turgid current of a stream once 
clear and deep, now not even translucent, 
and so sluggish with the “suspensory mat­ 
ter ” that it flows only under protest, and 
refuses to keep from the heavier sands of 
a filled channel an ordinary flat-bottomed 
boat; we note under the menace of these 
bills the distrust of capital, the declina­ 
tion of values, the alarm of those who 
have suffered once and know when the fire 
burns the flesh; and we reply to all theoriz­ 
ing that it is a fact, and not £anev, that the 
suspensory matter carried by waters from 
hydraulic mines into the tributaries of the 
rivers, does bear the decree of ruin to the 
valley. The people of the valley and 
river lands must think of this matter seri­ 
ously but not long; what is imperatively 
needed is speedy action, that the Legisla­ 
ture may learn the temper of public thought 
on this subject. 
One tiling let the people not forget—the 
Government has, by order of the 
ar i>c- 
partment, supplemented and approved by 
an Act of Congress, said to California» 
“ The nation will not enter upon the re­ 
clamation of the navigable rivers, nor the 
restoration of navigation, until hydraulic 
mining absolutely and totally ceases.” To 
this no exception was made, and no reserv­ 
ation attaches. The passage of the bill 
now before the Legislature, therefore, will 
be express notice to the Federal Govern­ 
ment that California does not wish the 
rectification of the rivers to be entered 
upon ; does not ask the Government to do 
that it otherwise will do, reclaim the rivers 
from the threat of destruction, and save 
the valley from submersion in mining de­ 
bris. 
___________________ 
THE WRECKS AT SAN PEDRO. 
The wreck of the American ¿hip Ken 
nebec and the barkentine San Luis at the 
San Pedro roadstead on the lóth instant, 
a counts of which were given in 
dispatches to the R eco rd -U n to n , in­ 
dicates 
very 
clearly 
the 
insuffi­ 
ciency of the harborage at that port for 
general commercial purposes. At the time 
of the storm there were a number of ves­ 
sels lying at anchor in the offing, some of 
which saved themselves by weighing an­ 
chor and putting to sea. To be near the 
shore in an open roadstead during a storm 
is to be in the presence of danger, and it 
will require but a few instances like the 
recent losses to make shipowners very cau­ 
tious about receiving cargoes consigned to 
San Pedro. 
The absence of adequate harborage on 
the coast opposite Los Angeles is the one 
great drawbant to the establishment of a 
great commerce at tiiat point. To supply 
this want, an attempt is being made to 
create a harbor at Rallona, a point five 
miles southeast of Santa Monica. All 
along the southern coast the sea is very- 
shoal for a considerable distance, and the 
continued deposit of sand makes the for­ 
mation of sand-spits some distance from 
the main .-bore line a thing of constant oc­ 
currence. P»allona Bay, which it is now- 
proposed to convert into a harbor, or at 
least to attempt to do so, is the result of 
this action of the sand. It consists of a 
narrow strip of water lying parallel with 
the shore, about a mile and a half at its 
greatest length and about five hundred feet 
wide. This narrow strip of water is di­ 
vided from the waters of the sea by a long 
and high sand ridge, or dune, which for a 
long time has completely inclosed the lit­ 
tle bay and formed a new wide sand beach 
on the outward or ocean side of the sand- 
spit. 
Much difference of opinion exists as to 
the practicability of converting this nar­ 
row strip of tíater into a harbor. A line 
of rail lias been surveyed from Los An­ 
geles to the point. The land has been 
purchased immediately contiguous to the 
bay, and a town site is projected. The 
waters of the sea and the bay have been 
connected by a cut or passage about one 
hundred or one hundred and fifty feet 
wide. Through this passage, at last ac­ 
counts, a tide was running, and a depth of 
ten to twelve feet in the cut had been se­ 
cured. The engineer in charge of the 
work is extremely confident of his success. 
There are, however, obvious objections— 
and, in our opinion, insurmountable ob­ 
stacles—to the creation of a harbor 
adapted to the wants of commerce. In the 
first place, connecting thewatersof a little, 
narrow bay with the ocean will introduce 
tidal currents into the bay of Ballona, and 
this will carry inward the accumulation of 
sand held in suspension by the sea at that 
point. The formation of bars at the 
mouth of a harbor is a recognized fact in 
all instances. In the case of Ballona bay 
there will of necessity be two bars—one 
inward as well as one outward. One reason 
for this supposition is that the tidal res­ 
ervoir of the bay is very small. The in­ 
flux of water, upon the rising tide cannot 
by any possibility be greater than the 
eflux. The inward action of the tidal 
current, therefore, will be equal to its out­ 
ward action, and this movement of current 
in and out across the artificial cut which 
has been made to connect the water of 
the bay with the waters of the ocean, will 
have an inward as well as an outward de­ 
posit. Immediately opposite the artificial 
channel, and on the landward side, a shoal 
will be formed. The increase of this will 
constitute currents northward and south­ 
ward on the eastward side of the bay. 
These currents, after making the round of 
the bay, will gradually shallow the mar­ 
gins, which will meet almost opposite the 
artificial channel on the landward side, 
and the greatest deposit will he made at 
that point. 
This is illustrated by the harbor of San 
Francisco. The influx through the Golden 
Gate separates into two channels immedi­ 
ately upon entering the tidal reservoir, 
one flowing north and the other south. 
These tidal currents make deep water on 
the San Francisco side, but likewise pro­ 
duce the broad mud flats on the Oakland 
side, and immediately opposite the Golden 
Gate. In a tidal reservoir as great as that 
of Fan Francisco Bay, this process may go 
on for centuries without appreciably les­ 
sening the harborage capacity of the bay, 
but in a narrow strip of water not exceed­ 
ing five hundred feet at its widest place, 
and but one mile and a half in its greatest 
extent, there is small storage capacity for 
the vast amount of sand which the waters 
of the ocean hold in suspension, and 
which they continually deposit upon the 
shore. The depositing of sand on the sea 
side of the sand-spit ought to be sufficient 
warning to the projectors of this novel un­ 


dertaking, when it is plainly apparent that 
the tide will carry the due proportion of 
sand now deposited on the outside, through 
the artificial channel, and of necessity de­ 
posit it inside of the tidal reservoir, and 
therefore, from the very outset inaugrate a 
process of filling, which, however slow in 
its operation, will eventually fill the little 
bay completely. 
Heretofore artificial connections have 
been made between the sea and this hay, 
but they have filled up with saud by the 
first storm. To avoid a repetition of this 
it is proposed to construetrestraining walls 
of wooden piling on each side of the cut or 
artificial channel. This may prevent the 
cutting of the lateral' walls of the sand 
spit and confine the current to a fixed 
channel, but it will not prevent the intro­ 
duction into the bay of the sand held in 
suspension by the tidal waves, nor can it 
possibly prevent the formation of a bar in­ 
side the bay immediately opposite the ar­ 
tificial channel equally with the bar which 
must invariably be formed outside. It 
will be almost, if not quite impossible, for 
ships to sail into this artificial channel. 
Towage will be necessary. As seen from 
the sea the shore line will present a long 
continuous line of sand dunes, with a little 
cut not much greater than twice the length 
of the beam of a ship. To sail into this 
cut over the shoals which extend far out 
to sea will be a dangerous experiment. 
The disaster to the reputation of the 
harbor of San Pedro will give additional 
prominence to the splendid harborage at 
San Diego. In fact the most intelligent 
observers among the eastern people who 
are making investments in Southern Cali­ 
fornia incline to the opinion that San 
I>iego will be the seaport for Los Angeles, 
and that the commerce of which Los Ang­ 
eles will hereafter be the natural center 
and basis will find its entrepot at the har­ 
bor of San Diego. The Ballona experi­ 
ment has but a bare chance of a partial 
success at the best, and the recent marine 
catastrophe at San Pedro will be quite as 
disastrous to the reputation of the harbor 
as it was to the unfortunate ship and bark- 
tine which on the 15th went down in a 
storm. 
ABOLISHING AN OFFICE. 
It is proposed by committees of Con­ 
gress to abolish the office of Surveyors- 
General, to place all the office records in 
the General Land Office at Washington, 
and to put upon the Commissioner all the 
duties of Surveyor-General. It is a sweep­ 
ing and unjust proposition, and will give 
greater power to one official—and that to 
a dangerous extent. In some of the older 
States the need for the office of Surveyor- 
General has ceased—not so upon the Pa­ 
cific coast. The argument for almlition in 
the older States is, in fact, a strong reason 
for the retention here. The facts we pro­ 
pose to hereafter present statistically to 
fully fortify this declaration. Wise govern­ 
ment places itself as near as is possible to 
the people. The conservation of their 
convenience is its chief aim. To remove 
an offieé three thousand miles away from 
the people who have most to do with it, 
will amount to the poorer to absolute pro­ 
hibition of valuable rights, putting them 
to unbearable cost, and tending to drive 
them away from settlement upon the pub­ 
lic lands, agricultural, timber and mineral. 
It is ali well enough to pursue economic 
ways, hut it is an axiom that to spend 
wisely is truer economy than to save 
merely for saving’s sake. It is wisdom to 
expend the people's money for the people’s 
good—wiser far than to hoard it, or waste 
time in theorizing about the disposition of 
a surplus. 
The office of Surveyor-General was and 
is a needed one here. That it has been so 
useful to the people and has so conserved 
their welfare, as well as protected the in­ 
terests of the Federal Government, ought 
to be sufficient reason for its continuance 
until it can be affirmatively and clearly 
shown that it is neither useful nor protect­ 
ive. Now, as a matter of fact, while the 
office of Surveyor-General protects the 
actual settler of limited means, it also 
serves the Government against land and 
timber thieves, and the mere gamblers in 
public lands, mineral tracts, swamp lands, 
etc. To abandon the office, therefore, in 
California is to invite all manner of fraud, 
oppression and outrage in connection with 
public lands, while the acquirement of 
homesteads, the fixing of boundaries and 
the disposal of Government lands accord­ 
ing to the spirit of the law, would become 
greatly involved, if not be wholly defeated. 
In no section more than in mineral belts 
and swamp-land districts would greater 
injury be done, or greater confusion follow. 
As the San Francisco Alta well says upon 
this subject: 
If the bill pass as recommended by the Com­ 
mittee on Appropriations of the House, patents 
for mines cannot be obtained for yeurs aiter 
final eomplianee with the laws governing them; 
surveys of public and private grants will 
take months of preparation ere a sur­ 
veyor can commence his work ; swamp 
land contests with 
the 
State 
authori­ 
ties will cost more money than the laud in 
controversy is actually worth, and the rich man 
in this instance would be enabled to thwart 
every poor one striving to gain his rights. Con 
sider what the expense would be, should the 
bill become a law, of a special deputy commis­ 
sioner being sent from Washington every time a 
contest was inaugurated (and they average at 
least four a month); surely; no man of moderate 
meaDS could stand the burden, or the onc-balf 
of it. 
- 
We have of public land in California 
nearly 34,000,000 acres of unsurveyed, and 
half as much the bounds of which must be 
rectified as settlement proceeds. The 
records of such a vast area of public land 
in Washington would prove an inconve­ 
nience to the people of this coast that 
would amount to cruelty. To consolidate 
the offices for California and Nevada, as is 
proposed, also would be simply wrong 
by a slight degree removed from transfer 
of the 
records 
to 
the national 
capital. The infliction of cost upon the 
people of this State would still be great, 
and the inconvenience would be such as to 
practically debar them from the benefits 
of the office. To truly economize it were 
better to give the Surveyor-General his 
original authority. He is the bond officer 
who is held responsible, and upon him 
should devolve all duty attaching to such 
responsibility. As the practice now is— 
and which has gradually grown to the 
present proportions—the special agents 
sent out by the Land Office cost the 
Government in California one-third as 
much as the Surveyor-Géneral's Office. If 
the Surveyor is given his full right, he can 
do the duty of these special agents, as the 
law contemplates he should do. The 
archives in the Surveyor-General’s office 
here are of the utmost value and impor­ 
tance, and affect all the Mexican grants in 


the State. All these are being, and are to 
be, translated and recorded in both Span­ 
ish and English. Very many of them are 
in a very bad state of preservation, and will 
actually not bear removal. Here is where 
they belong, and to transport them to the 
Atlantic side will be a displacement provo­ 
cative of confusion, endless turmoil and 
great wrong. They are in almost constant 
use in settling overlaps and disputed 
boundaries and determining titles. In 
the matter of swamp lands the Surveyor- 
General’s office stands between the citizen 
and the Government, the Government and 
the State, and the citizen and the State. 
Lands are ¡’.led upon that are not swamp, 
lands are claimed as Government lands 
that are the State’s of right, and numerous 
schemes arc constantly on foot to aci'om- 
plish frauds against citizen, State and Fed­ 
eral Government. The office is, in fact, a 
protection to the United States as much as 
to the citizen and the State, and to aban­ 
don it will be to strike down a defense of 
each of these against chicane, wrong and 
usurpation. These are among a few of the 
reasons that present themselves why the 
office should not he abolished, but rather 
restored the authority which lias been, 
during a procession of years, gradually 
stripped front it. 


IMPRISONING THE SANE. 
Ever since Reade’s notable novel, in 
which he exposed the horrors of private 
mad-houscs in England, there has been 
more or less speculation by all thinking 
people as to the probability of sane per­ 
sons being committed to asylums for the 
care of the insane. We have generally 
accepted the idea in this country that with 
us there is very much less likelihood of 
any unjust committal. Yet it is certain 
that sane people have been incarcerated in 
our asylums, and are now, and that exam­ 
ining physicians, though sincere and con­ 
scientious, have been deceived and misled 
into committing people to asylums who 
were not of unsound mind. Probably this 
conviction led the Legislature of Pennsyl­ 
vania, in 1883, to pass a law by which in­ 
mates of insane asylums can communicate 
with an independent Board of Inquiry 
without the intervention of officers and 
keepers in the asylums. That law led to 
one woman, among others, being dis­ 
charged from the Harrisburg Asylum 
who had been confined there twenty-eight 
years as insane, though she was not of un­ 
sound mind at any time. In the North 
American Renew for February, Adriana 
P. Brinekle tells her remarkable story. 
It is a strange, yet simple, tale, told with 
inelegance and bearing all the ear­ 
marks of an unskilled writer, but it is 
none the less pathetic and interesting. 
Mr. Thorndike Rice prefaces the recital 
with a note explanatory of the reasons 
that led him to publish the story. It was 
done to illustrate the inadequacy of the 
laws to guard the liberty of citizens sus­ 
pected of insanity. It is probable that 
the asylums in California are as carefully 
and well conducted as any in all the land, 
and have as conscientious and humane 
men for supervisors as any similar institu­ 
tion ; nevertheless some people may be 
committed to them, and instances are cer­ 
tified to us of this having been done. It 
is not impossible for conspiring witnesses 
and interested relatives to compass such 
removal of a person fron their path, 
despite the examining physicians and 
the Courts. 
Since the Legislature of 
Pennsylvania has found that to be true 
there, and has erected a Board to which 
those unjustly imprisoned in asylums may 
freely complain, and has by experience 
proved the wisdom, usefulness and human­ 
ity of such a regulation, it may not be un­ 
profitable for our legislators to examine 
the Pennsylvania statute, and ascertain 
how far our laws may lack the precau­ 
tionary and remedial regulations that were 
discovered but now supplied in the Pennsyl­ 
vania codes. 
Miss Brinekle being of 
extravagant habits, was led into the 
thoughtless disposal of furniture which 
she had purchased upon the in­ 
stallment plan. 
This defrauded her 
creditors, and rendered her liable to prose­ 
cution. Her father, and another physician, 
thereupon had her committed to the asy­ 
lum at Harrisburg in order to prevent dis­ 
grace attaching to the family name. Her 
father frankly told her that she was to be 
thus treated, and the cause for it, and that 
the testimony and examination had been 
false. He was advised to take the step he 
did by a Justice of the Supreme Court, 
who accompanied the woman to the asy­ 
lum, and represented to Iter that it was far 
wiser to submit than to l>e exposed to a 
criminal trial. During all the long period 
she was incarcerated, she was so treated by 
the keepers and officers as to impress her 
with the belief that they knew her to be 
perfectly sound in mind. Her recital of 
life in the asylum is disconnected and not 
satisfactory, but it illustrates the ease with 
which sane people may be committed to 
and confined in such institutions, and that 
in this case the woman had the companion­ 
ship in the asylum of other patients also 
sane. One of these, she relates, fought his 
way to liberty, crossed the Susquehanna 
river, rallied his friends, who protected 
him from the pursuing keepers, and gain­ 
ing a hearing in Court, established Jiis 
sanity, returned to die asylum fortified 
bv a decree, and secured his personal ef­ 
fects. Another case was that of a wife 
placed in the asylum by a thriftless hus­ 
band whom she had sued to compel him 
to support his family. The fact that such 
cases have existed, that such outrages are 
possible even under carefully guarded reg­ 
ulations, emphasize the need for extraor­ 
dinary care in the law to prevent these 
cruel invasions of the right of human 
beings to their liberty. 


part by the State. The argument* in its 
favor are many and forcible. Only a few 
need be recited. Such an inspector would 
visit State institutions at any time—not 
when expected, as is the case with legis­ 
lative committees. He would be able to 
“drop in” when least welcome, and to 
give, not an hour or two of time, but days 
and weeks to inspection of a management. 
He would not be empowered to direct or 
correct, but to report to the Governor and 
the Legislature facts and conclusions. The 
exercise of his duty would render unneces­ 
sary thecosHy ¡“junketing” trips of legis­ 
lative committees, and which thus far in 
this session have entailed an expense of 
about $5,000 upon the State, besides keep­ 
ing away from important meetings of both 
Houses members to whose presence 
and votes the people are entitled. 
At one time, within a fortnight, 
so many committees were absent upon vis­ 
itations—which are, as a rule, farces of the 
broadest character—that in one House 
barely enough members were left in at­ 
tendance to give the necessary constitu­ 
tional vote to measures under considera­ 
tion. More than this, the reduction of the 
working force absolutely resulted in the 
defeat of measures that would have passed 
had the “junketing parties” not i>een upon 
their travels. Who believes that the visit 
of legislative committees to any public in­ 
stitution amounts to anything? The man­ 
agers of these public concerns know when 
they are coming, and are prepared; the 
committees themselves, realizing this fact, 
are indifferent in their examination, which 
must be brief at best, and is not calculated 
under the most favorable conditions to dis­ 
close the truth. To impose this visitation 
duty upon the Lieutenant-Governor will 
tend to make him careful, deliberate and 
thorough in its discharge. It will put him 
in training for all legislative examinations 
that may thereafter be deemed absolutely 
necessary, and it will make his office an in­ 
valuable one, upon which the Legislature 
can draw for impartial and reliable in­ 
formation as to the cost, management and 
needs of public institutions. Also, though 
by no means finally, the proposed amend­ 
ment will add something more of dignity 
to the office, and command for it greater 
respect. 
A GOOD BILL. 
Senator Caminetti’s bill to require claims 
against the State, that would otherwise be 
presented to the Legislature, to be filed 
with the Controller at least sixty days 
prior to the meeting of the Legislature, Ls 
a wise one and ought to become a law. It 
will very much facilitate legislation and 
economize legislative lime. The Act pro­ 
vides that the claimant may present to the 
Controller testimony in support of his 
claim, and the Attorney-General is re­ 
quired to meet it and present the State’s 
case against the claim. The Controller is 
then to render his judgment upon the 
claim and transmit his findings, and a 
record of the proofs to the Governor, who 
will report the same to the Legislature 
with such recommendations as he sees fit. 
What reasonable opposition to this pre­ 
paratory process can be raised, we fail to 
discover. It does not bar any claim, nor 
inhibit any action the Legislature may 
choose to take, while it frees claimants 
with honest demands for relief from the 
lobby brokers very largely, and prepares 
the cases for intclligentaction by the Legis­ 
lature. It will give publicity to claims 
made, in time for the people to be fully ad­ 
vised concerning them, and to produce evi­ 
dence against their payment. The prac­ 
tice that now obtains gives the people little 
or no hearing before legislativecommittees, 
and is altogether in the interest of raiders 
upon the treasury. By all means let ti e 
bill become a law. 
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Is t h e hill defining lottery advertising 
to be allowed to die? Why should a 
measure that no one denies is wise, pure, 
needed, rest beneatii a mountain weight of 
bilis tiiat, for the main, are in the interest 
of individuals rather than of communities? 
Is there not courage enough, deep enough 
sense of right and public need in the As­ 
sembly to take this bill up and give it 
what it deserves—speedy passage? If 
ever there was a case of urgency, this is 
one. The people are being stripped of 
hard earnings by a foreign lottery concern, 
with the aid of a conscienceless press, and 
the Legislature should be courageous 
enough to choke the life out of the vicious 
practice. 
I t is very gratifying to learn that the 
citrus fair of our brethren in the Santa 
Clara valley has been a complete success. 
Santa Clara is just entering upon her 
“boom,” and we trust it will be a long and 
a mighty one. How much more time 
must pass before energy similar to that 
now displayed in Santa Clara county is 
made manifest in Northern California ?

MAKING USE OF AN OFFICIAL. 
A proposed amendment to the Constitu­ 
tion is favored by a Legislative committee, 
that provides duties and a salary for the 
Lieutenant-Governor in the interim be­ 
tween sessions of the Legislature. As the 
law now stands, that official is little more 
than an expectant, provided by law, for 
succession to the Gubernatorial chair. As 
presiding officer of the Senate his duties 
and obligations are very limited, the term 
of his service brief, and the pay he receives 
inadequate to command the time from 
business and the skill of any but the 
wealthy man. It is proposed that the 
Lieutenant-Governor be salaried at $4,000, 
and that he be constituted an inspector of 
all institutions supported in whole or in 


A St r a n g ely-D isco vered M in e .—From 
a gentleman who came down from the 
mountains yesterday, we learn that in the 
neighborhood of the Sutton House a rich 
gold lead was discovered last Sunday un­ 
der rather peculiar circumstances. The 
rain and melting snow caused a land-slide 
on one of the mountains, which moved a 
large volume of earth. After it was over 
curiosity prompted a party to go to the spot 
and see what the devastation had been. 
As they walked along the face of the un­ 
covered mountain they were suddenly as­ 
tonished to sec before them a broad break 
of white quartz, in which were plainly to 
be seen threads and squares of “ yellow, 
virgin gold.” Breaking off a piece, they 
found it was literally full ot the precious 
stuff. None of the quartz has yet been as­ 
sayed, but from what we have heard re­ 
garding the strangely-uncovered deposit we 
think it must be very rich. The men who 
wert so fortúnate as to find it have located 
it as a mining claim, and Francois le Hom­ 
me, who gave us the above information, 
says that he will leave for San Francisco 
this morning with specimens of the quartz, 
and will endeavor to interest capitalists of 
that city, so as to speedily rob the mount­ 
ain oi its store of gold.—Chico Chronicle. 


Ca n in e Sc e n t.—Careful experiments on 
the sense of smell in dogs have been made 
by George J. Romanes, who has communi­ 
cated the results to the Linnean Society of 
London. He finds that not only the feet 
but the whole body of a man exhale a 
peculiar orindividual odor,which a dog can 
recognize as that of his master amidst a 
crowd of other persons; that the individ­ 
ual quality of this odor can be recognized 
at great distances to windward, or in calm 
weather at great distances in any direction: 
and that even powerful perfumes may not 
overcome this odor. Yet a single sheet of 
brown paper, when stepped upon instead 
oi the ground and afterward removed, was 
sufficient to prevent Mr. Romane’s dog 
from following his trail.

that Edwards' father had a fine hotel up 
town, and invited him to go and see it. 
They walked out to the north levee, on 
Twelfth street, and in that vicinity they 
knocked him down, beat and robbed him, 
securing $fi 20 in money and a purse, con­ 
taining among other things a note for $100. 
The money they divided, and the purse 
was thrown away. 
Rudolph reported the 
m atter at the police office, and gave a de­ 
scription of his assailants, stating among 
other things that one of the men had a 
patch on or near his elbow. 
Later in the 
evening officer Sullivan 
heard a diffi­ 
culty in a dance-hall on Second street, 
between K and L, and going there found 
that there had been a tight in progress, 
and one'of the men was present, bleeding 
from a slight hurt, but the other had dis­ 
appeared. Sullivan endeavored to find out 
what the trouble was. hut no m an could 
tell. The barkeeper, John Fipps, happen­ 
ing to brush past the officer, the latter no­ 
ticed that he was armed, and stopped 
him . Seeing that 
he was in 
trouble, 
he became willing to 
assist 
the offi­ 
cer, and showed him where the other 
fighter was, in a back room. 
Sullivan 
arrested him , and he proved to be Ed­ 
wards. It was subsequently observed that 
he had a patch on his coat answering the 
description given by Rudolph, and when 
he found that he was identified he weak­ 
ened and confessed the whole matter.

had just given a description of Riley, when 
that 
worthy appeared 
at

lock-up 
to see him and 
try and 
heip 
him 
out, but bis good intentions were spoiled 
by Edwards giving a h int as to his 
identity. Chief Dillman and Sullivan went 
out with a lantern last night to try and find 
the purse taken from Rudolph at the place 
tvhere Edwards said it was thrown, but 
they were unsuccessful, and will m ake an­ 
other effort to-day. 
Fipps, the barkeeper, 
who was found to be armed with a pistol 
and a knife, has had a charge of carrying 
deadly weapons entered against him. The 
knife is the same one that a man named 
M athias was a few days ago fined $5 for 
carrying.

U n h a p p y C le rk s. 
The Assembly Committee on Retrench­ 
ment, Gould Chairman, met at the noon 
recess yesterday to investigate the charges 
made some days since against Jacob Shaen, 
the Engrossing Clerk of the Asse nblv. 
It 
is charged that during the late extra session 
of the Legislature, while acting in the ca­ 
pacity of Engrossing Clerk, he defrauded 
the State out of some $500, by certifying to 
claims for more than he was entitled to. 
Shaen appeared before the éommittee 
ami stated his case, claiming that there was 
nothing in the charges: that they had been 
presented by an individual by the name of 
McCarty, who had been an unsuccessful 
applicant for the position. Sm arting un­ 
der defeat, McCarty had sworn to be re­ 
venged, and his false statements and m is­ 
representation of facts to newspaper corre­ 
spondents was the 
foundation for the 
charges, all of which he could wholly dis­ 
prove. 
He then explained that about half 
of the am ount received at the tim e ipoken 
ot was for copying that he had done, and 
was a legitim ate charge against the State. 
At the time he drew his w arrant there was 
a doubt in the Controller’s m ind as to the 
legality of the claim for copying, but it was 
paid to him with the understanding that 
if ever afterwards it should be decided that 
the claim was an improper one, the money 
should be refunded. 
It was a square busi­ 
ness proposition. He had performed the 
duties, received pay for his labor, and that 
was the end of it. ’ H e had acted iu this 
capacity for five sessions, was fully conver­ 
sant with the duties of the office; he had 
performed them well, aud had received no 
more compensation than the law allowed. 
The committee adjourned before Shaen 
had completed his statement. 
At 7 p. M. the^ reconvened, but owing to 
the absence of some im portant witnesses 
they again adjourned to 9 a . m . to-dav. 
The special committee (Heath, Chair­ 
man) appointed by the Assembly to inves­ 
tigate the charges against the Clerk who is 
charged with having advanced a bill one 
hundred num bers on the file, met last even­ 
ing, but adjourned to this m orning without 
taking action.

WHALE HUNTING. 


HUNDREDS OF MONSTERS KILLED 
BY HARDY ISLANDERS. 


G ra p h ic A ccount o f th e G re a t B a ttle 
U pon th e S eas—T he D ivision 
o f th e Spoils. 


The 12th of November was the red-letter 
day of the year on Snderoe, the southern­ 
most island of this bleak group, ju3t as 
July 21st was in 18S5. writes a correspond­ 
ent from the Faroe Islands to the New 
York Mail and Express. On November 12th 
a flock of grind whales was sighted off 
Vaag, on the almost inaccessible west coast 
of the island. 
The solitary fishing smack 
that sighted the flock made all haste to 
signal the im portant discovery to the in­ 
habitants of the little settlement of Tainien 
by the usual expedient of hoisting a pair of 
trousers or an oilskin coat at masthead, 
and the signal was no sooner observed 
ashore than fires were lighted on the hill­ 
tops, and runners went from “ bvgd” to 
“ bygd,’ spreading the news and sum m on­ 
ing the population to the shore. 
Leaving 
all other cares and concerns, they obeyed 
to a m an, or a woman, for that m atter, and 
made for the little bay at Tarnien, where, 
if thev did not escape, the grind would be 
driven ashore. Tbe one word grind has 
power at any tim e to cause a break on the 
Faroe Islands; more than once, comine on 
a Sunday during church service, it has 
broken up the m eeting in a general rush 
headed by the parson, for the w ater; and 
no wonder, for the parish priest's share of 
a grind-catch may, if it is a good one, easily 
reach and even exceed $500, a sum not to 
be made every day up here in the shadow 
o f tbe North "Pole. 
But in this case the extra danger that the 
grind would escape, the bay at Tamien be­ 
ing notoriously the poorest “ grind place” 
on the island, lent additional speed to the 
rush, and nearly one-half of the 2,400 per­ 
sons on the island—men, women and chil­ 
dren—were soon eu route for the settle­ 
m ent. 
Eighteen boats had come by sea, 
hardly a corporal's guard, to contend with 
a big school of frightened whales, and lay 
in a wide half-circle outside of the floes, as 
a barrier between it and the open sea, wait­ 
ing for reinforcements. But the evening 
shades were falling and none were in sight. 
It was determined to risk an attack rather 
then take chances on having the school es­ 
cape under cover of the darkness. The 
sy’sselmand or bailiff of the "bygd” having 
inspected the boats and ascertained that 
each had its full arm am ent of whale har­ 
poons, strong two-edged knives fixed on 
six-foot sticks, the signal was given and the 
start made amid general anxiety on shore, 
where an ever-increasing throng, armed 
with knives, were waiting to take part in 
the slaughter. 
Probably no reader of a New York news­ 
paper ever witnessed a “grindedral,” i. e., 
grind-killing. 
Indeed, it would be strange 
if any of them had, for the Faroe Islands 
are apparently the only places favored with 
the periodical visits of these m onstrous 
ocean travelers, or where the people know 
enough to take advantage of their calls. 
The grind whale (pronounced grinl attains 
a length of fully fifty feet. 
It is a social 
creature and never travels alone, like its 
still larger brethren, but is found in schools 
of from a hundred to several thousand. 
Yet these are believed to be merely stray 
parties detached from the m ain body that 
is supposed to range the ocean w ithin the 
Arctic circle. 
Be this as it may, upon these 
visits, that are too often, like angels’ visits, 
lew and far between, depend the few com­ 
forts the Faroe islander enjoys—in seasons 
of a poor barley and potato crop, even life 
itself. A good grind catch assures the 
islanders of plenty of m eat for the long, 
dark winter. Grind meat, though coarse to 
the palate brought up 
on porter-house 
steak and Southdown m utton, is a royal 
treat to a hungry native of these high re­ 
gions, and, salted down, will keep as long 
as there is any left. 
The oil will keep the 
Faering’s lam p lighted in the long even­ 
ings when fog and storm rule the se a ; 
what is left to sell will buy him clothes to 
keep him warm, and a bright ’kerchief or 
ribbon at the Government stores for the 
women to sm arten up with. The head 
alone of a full-grown grind yields from 
fifty to eighty quarts of oil, worth from $5 
to 
at the stores. 
Hence, no wonder that the message that 
grind has been sighted turns the fortunate 
island upside down, and sets everything 
that has legs to run with piling for the 
shore. As many boats as are handy or can 
be drum med up within a distance of ten or 
twelve miles are sent around by water to 
join in the attack, for the battle with the 
whales is essentially a naval engagement. 
They form in a half circle outside the 
school, after driving it toward the m outh 
of the nearest convenient bay or "v ig ,” 
and, starting sim ultaneously toward the 
shore, chase the whales before them w ith 
loud yells and snlashing of stones that 
lorm a chief part of the arm am ent of all 
Faro tisliing smacks liable to meet w ith 
grind. The tim id monsters run about, 
vainly seeking escape through the land, 
and finally ground in shallow water or rush 
in their distress through the breakers clear 
up on the beach, where the rest of the pop­ 
ulation wait for them with their m urder­ 
ous two-edged knives. 
The school at Tamien proved to em ­ 
brace nearly three hundred whales, 
of 
which a score or more made their escape 
through an unguarded point in the open 
line of boats, and put for the deep. The 
rest of the school was about following, 
like a flock of sheep led by the bell-wether, 
but at the critical m oment a well-directed 
stone h it the ugly black snout of the for­ 
ward one and made it turn toward land in 
great haste. From that moment the battle 
was decided. An hour later the waters in 
the little vig were dyed red with the blood 
of the m ighty beasts. 
Once aground in 
shallow water the whales gave up all 
other resistance than to aimlessly thrash 
the sea with their tails. The islanders 
kept completely out of the way of the 
powerful fins. 
Rushing intij the breakers 
shoulder deep, those on shore joined their 
friends in the boats in the wild carnival of 
m urder. Slashing the struggling captives 
over the neck, just back of the head, with 
their keen-edged knives, they cut them to 
the backbone and left them to bleed to 
death. 
The struggling, surging, madly- 
shouting mass in the sea formed a singular 
picture in the sunset. 
As the dying agony of one whale after 
another ceased and the m onsters rolled 
lifeless in the water, rescuing parties from 
the beach drove stout iron hooks into the 
eyes of the dead and hauled them up on 
the shore out of reach of the tide, where 
the body was left lying tid the next day, 
when the division could take place. W hen 
all bad been landed it was within an hour 
of m idnight, and the exhausted islanders 
had worked since early in the afternoon, 
for a greater part of the time in water and 
blood up to their necks. But 2t>8 big 
whales lay dead on the beach, a bigger 
catch than Suderoe had seen for more than 
two years, and no one felt too tired to join 
in the dance that followed, with copious 
potations of schnaps and no end of m erri­ 
ment. 
The fortunate “ bygd ” where a 
grind-killing takes place is under legal and 
moral obligations to treat all comers at its 
conclusion. The singing of tbe grind song, 
a sort of heroic epic of forty verses describ­ 
ing the hardships, the dangers and the re­ 
wards of grind-killing, is a ceremony that 
on no account is omitted on these occa­ 
sions, and it was not then. 
W hen it was 
over those who had not already rolled un­ 
der th e table, overcome by the combined 
effects of pbysical exhaustion and the 
schnaps, lay down to sleep on the hard 
boards in their wet clothes without fear of 
catching cold. 
Bright and early next m orning they were 
up to attend the division of the spoils. The 
news of the killing had brought additional 
crowds from all parts of the little island, 
every hum an being on which was entitled 
to his share. The Faroe islands are divided 
into grind districts, with especial reference 
to the whale catch. Suderoe is a distrirt 
by itself, and its 2,400 inhabitants, includ­ 
ing the new-born baby in her cradle, were 
to share in the spoils. There would seem 
to be some injustice in the allotm ent that 
gives to the one living m iles away, who 
had no share in the work and in the hard­ 
ships of the killing, an equal share w ith 
the few who bore it all. But no one growls. 
J t was thus arranged centuries ago, and the 


nex grind drab may give the oih*£ fellows 
a chance. 
But there are privileged sharers. 
First of all the discoverer of the flock, who 
gets the biggest and fattest whale for his 
own m outh and pocket. This is the 
find­ 
ing whale." 
Next comes the "damage whale, that is 
to pay for any destruction wrought to ap­ 
paratus in tlie catch; then the tithing 
whale for the parson. Lucky parson ! One 
can imagine with w hat fervor he puts in a 
weekly petition, along with his prayer for 
the royal family of King Christian, for fa­ 
voring storms to beguile grind within sight 
of shore. The owner of the ground where 
the school was driven ashore picks the 
next—the "ground whale”—as his tax, and 
not until then conies the turn of the com­ 
mon herd who have done all the work. 
Often little inore than five-eighths are left 
to be shared; still, even that is worth tak­ 
ing along. The commercial value of the 
present catch was, say, about 20,000 kroner, 
or som ething like $5,000, its value of grub, 
of course, m uch greater. There have been 
occasions when as m any as a thousand or 
eleven hundred whales have been taken. 
Just now there is joy in all Suderoe. Every 
islander, big and little, got a round hu n ­ 
dred pounds of grind-meat, and every ket­ 
tle on the island steams with what to a Fa­ 
roe nose is the most savory odor on earth. 
Well, tastes differ. 


A FIGHT WITH 
PECCARIES. 


A n im als th a t W ill K eep l ’p a Siege all 
Night- 
“Three Thousand Miles Through Brazil' 
contains this anim ated description of a tight 
with peccaries: 
I had hardly closed my 
eyes when I felt my ham m ock violently 
shaken and perceived an odor of old pig- 
stves. 
It became evident that we were 
surrounded by some anim als, for in many 
directions was heard the sound of bodies 
moving through the brush, twigs snapping, 
grass rustling, etc. It was a m om ent of sus­ 
pense, but not for long, for suddenly from 
all around us came a blood-curdling sound 
of the sim ultaneous snapping of teeth from 
vast num bers of the enemy, followed by 
the appaarauee of a crowd of charging black 
anim als rushing with wonderful speed 
toward a common center—our fort. 
Each 
of us lighted a coil of,wax tapers that 
were 
prepared 
ready 
for 
the occa­ 
sion. 
And 
what 
a 
scene 
ensued. 
The fire was rapidly scattered and partly 
extinguished. 
Under and around us was a 
seething mass of black peccaries, barely 
distinguishable in the dim light, but all 
pushing and struggling to the front. * 
* 
The men in the hammocks, after discharg­ 
ing their guns, reached down and slashed 
with their knives at the swarming anim als 
below them . The attack was more like the 
wild. recklesB bravery of the Arabs of the 
Soudan, for as pig after pig fell squealiDg 
and disabled scores more struggled for his 
place.

They threw themselves 
against the fort, regardless of being struck 
down one after the other, and always im ­ 
pelled forward by those 
in the rear 
others 
rushed 
for our hamm ocks or 
viciously gashed the trees that gave us 
support.

KJiEE-BKEEtHES YS. TROUSERS. 


A re W e to h a v e A n o th er C raze o i th e 
C o n tin en ta l T ig h ts. 
The movement now on foot in this coun­ 
try to bring knee-breeches again into gen­ 
eral use, as being a more useful, convenient 
and democratic article than trousers, is re­ 
ceiving a good deal of support in Chicago, 
where a num ber of progressive and enter­ 
prising men are pledging themselves to use 
the shorter garment. The conviction is un­ 
doubtedly growing that the substitution of 
trousers or “ pants," for knee-breeches, 
which took place some eighty years ago, 
was a mistake. The advantages expected 
to be derived from the use of trousers have 
not, it is said, been realized, or if there 
were advantages obtained by their use at 
the beginning of the present century, they 
a ren o longer realized now, when so large 
a proportion of the people live in cities and 
enjoy a more settled mode of life. 
Boys 
and youths are now again generally wear­ 
ing the knee-breeches; they may be said, in 
fact, never to have wholly abandoned 
them , the adaptability of knee-breeches to 
the varied activities and occupations of the 
young being so obvious as to compel the at­ 
tention of the practica’, m other. The su­ 
perior handiness, so to speak, of itie briefer 
nether garment has commended it to ath­ 
letes, tr. the votaries of such games as lawn 
tennis, and to soldiers. The Turkish army, 
which wore trousers for a time, has gone 
back to the breeches, and in some other of 
the armies of the continent the breeches 
have displaced the trousers as the more 
serviceable and oea'.er gear. 
During our 
civil war whole regiments were provided 
with white canvass leggings which covered 
the top of the shoe and came up nearly to 
the knee, concealing the legs of the trou­ 
sers to such an extent that it was felt that ■ 
it would be a convenience to dispense with | 
them altogether. Such leggings are of in- j 
creasing popularity, in fact, to day among ; 
our volunteer soldiery for reasons not dilli- ¡ 
cult to enumerate. Trousers are frayed out j 
at the foot and bagged at the knee by rough j 
or protracted service—injuries to which j 
knee-breeches are not subject. These are 
considerations that appeal to the economic ' 
and esthetic instincts of the civilian as well 
as the soldier. 
It is comparatively easy to 
replace or cleanse a pair of hose, but to re­ 
place trousers bent at the knee and soiled 
and frayed at the bottom by walking un­ 
der a dripping sky, through wet arass or 
sloppy streets, is a more formidable m at­ 
ter. 
To put leggings over the trousers 
serves a useful purpose, but it uistigure3 
the garment, and is at best but a compro­ 
mise. The logical thing to do is to abolish 
the unsightly legs of the trousers. 
It may 
he objected, of course, that the wearing of 
hose extended up nearly or quite to the 
knee would bring into view legs quite as 
unsightly, but that is an objection entitled 
to no c m oderation in a m atter of so m uch 
practical importance. The trouble "f but­ 
t ruing at the knee has been cited as an­ 
other objection, but it does not seem to be 
a weighty one. 
It certainly cannot be 
pitted against the advantage of having a 
nether garment that will be exem pt from 
the misfortunes to which trousers are in­ 
disputably exposed. One may, of course 
turn up his " pants" in muddy weather, 
and there are well-known devices for re­ 
moving the deformity of baggy tronser?, I 
but these are expedients which are not al- : 
way s at one's command. 
In point of du- 1 
rability there is no comparison between 
trousers and knee-breeches. 
The latter

SENA TE. 


F riday, February IS,. 1887. 
The Senate met at 10 o'clock a . m., the Presi­ 
dent in the chair. 
The first order of businet* was the motion to 
reconsider the vote by which the enacting clause 
was stricken from t'lunie's insurance bill (No. 
bi>). Cluiiie read a petition from citizens of 
Truckee, asking for the passage of the bill, 
which he said was a lair sample of letters re­ 
ceived from citizens of all portions of the State. 
He thought that if the motion to reconsider 
should prevail and he lie allowed to pertect the 
bill, he felt certain it would pass. 
Mr. Wilson said : 
I certainly do not wish to 
prolong the discussion on this bill, but I desire 
to say m the firet place, as the m akerof the 
motion to strike out the enacting clause, I cer­ 
tainly did not intend auy disrespect to my friend 
the Senator from San Francisco. I have always 
looked upon that billas haviDgbeen introduced 
by the Senator by request. I think it is so stated 
on the bill, and it is * in the records that the 
bill was introduced by request; but irrespective 
of that fact, it does seem to me, it would be no 
disrespect to the author of the bill, if the bill is 
a bad one, to vote out the enacting clause. So 
far as argument is concerned, the m atter has 
been very folly h esrd ; it has already taken up 
tw o days of the session, and if the m atter were 
reconsidered it would take up probably two 
dav3 longer, and there would not be a Senator 
upon 
th s floor any more 
fully conversant 
witli 
the facts of the 
ease 
than 
they 
are 
now. 
In fact, 
it 
seem* 
to me, 
there 
has 
been 
ample 
opportunity 
to present all the arguments upon both sides of 
this case. 1 ffilnkthis bill has beeu the Banquo’s 
t 
hosi of the session, nud 1 am pretty well satis- 
ed that there are very few Fenaters upon this 
floor who are not 
ready now to exclaim, 
“ Avaunt, and quit my sight.” I feel that we 
do not w ant to take up any more time of the 
Senute in this matter, and especially as the 
session of the Legislature is draw ing to a close; 
there are many bills of far trreater importance 
titan this. The Senate has already decided that 
thisbiil isa bad one. and has stricken out the 
enacting clause, auu it does seem to me it is a 
useless waste of time to take up the bill again 
and discuss it to the detriment of other import­ 
ant busiue»» for one or two days longer. 1 cer­ 
tainly hope the raotiou to reconsider will not 
prevail. 
The roll was called on the previous question, 
and by a vote oí 15 ayes to 23 uoes, the Senate 
refused to restore the enacting clause.

8. B. 222, in relation to imposing licenses in 
incorporated cities. Read first time. 
S. B. 173, relating to the sale of mortgaged 
premises by a Commissioner. Read first time. 
S. B. 121, relating to waiver of trial by jury. 
Read first tftne. 
S. B. 25, relatiDg to the removal of criminal 
actions before trial. Read first time. 
A. B. 12, relating to irrigation. [The Wright- 
Abbott bill.] Read first time. 
A PROTEST AO AIN ST EXTRAVAGANCE. 
When the Senate reached S. B. 103, authoriz­ 
ing the purchase of the Bancroft Historical Li­ 
brary manuscripts for $250,000. Clunie moved to 
strike out the enacting clause, aud spoke at 
some length in support of his motion. He char­ 
acterized the proposed purchase as an attempted 
fraud and outrage upon the ¡>eople. 
Murphy, Walrath and others spoke in defense 
of the bill, claiming the proposed purchase to 
be a most desirable thing. 
The motion to strike out was vigorously de­ 
feuded by Gesford. who made one of the most 
powerful and eloquent arguments yet heard 
during the present session. He said he was as­ 
tounded at the colossal effrontery shown in the 
attem pt to inflict such a burden upon a tax- 
ridden people. He had made a rough estimate 
of the amount of the appropriations asked at 
the hands of this Legislature, and it ran to up­ 
wards of ten million dollars! And yet. in the 
face of the fact that wc have State Prisons, and 
asylums and eleemosynary institutions by the 
score begging for vast sums of money for’their 
maintenance, here comes a bald proposition 
from the lobby to give away a quarter of a 
million of the people’s money for a lot of old 
manuscripts, to’ be*laid away to rot in the rook­ 
ery of the Capitol building! The owner of these 
documents had skimmed the cream of the in 
formation contained in them, and now offered 
the skimmed milk to the State at the enormous 
price of a quarter of a million dollars. The 
printed volumes embodying all the informa­ 
tion 
that 
could 
be 
gleaned 
from 
the 
manuscripts had 
been 
sold 
and 
distrib­ 
uted all over the State, and the 
people 
have about all the history of that kina they 
need. The speaker had visited the homes of 
people in his district whose floors were without 
carpets to keep out the w intry w inds; whose 
windows were without the necessary panes of 
glass, ana some of whom had hardly a chair lor 
the stranger to sit upon. But the book-agent 
had b eu there, und there might be found the 
result of his visit—a copy of Bancroft s History 
of the Native Races of the Pacific. The school - 
houses are full of them, and if anybody wanted 
to speculate in the article he might go abroad 
among the people and buy u d these volumes at 
a little over ^eu per cent, of their cost. What 
the people of California need to-day is not musty 
manu-cripts. but bread and butter aud potatoes ! 
They want lower taxes than they have !• en 
compelled to pay, but it looked as if the State 
tax would this year be increased from ten to 
fifteen cents per SlOO, in consequence of the enor­ 
mous and unprecedented appropriations that 
would be made by this Legislature. If the State 
were ppnleut; if the people were not already 
groaning under their bnrden of taxation : if we 
had not so m auy insane, and poor, and blind, and 
feeble-minded, and criminal, and orphaned un 
fortunate»» to care for: if the Treasury had a sur­ 
plus of money over and above the wants of the 
state, then he would favor indulging in a lux­ 
ury of this kind. But here, in this very build­ 
ing. the people have thF finest library on the 
coast, including full sets of volumes containing 
every particle of information contained in the 
Bancroft manuscripts, and he appealed to his 
brot her Senators not to permit this undeserved 
infliction to be visited upon the tax-ridden peo- 
p’e of California. He would like to know now 
the author of the bill arrived at the conclusion 
thift the papers were worth a quarter of a 
million dollars. Who knew them to be worth 
liaif that sum ? Without having their value 
passed upon by u competent commission of lit 
terateurs and scholars, who could fix a value 
upon them ? The .Senator concluded with an 
eloquent appeal to the Senate to throttle the 
bill, and to do it without further delay. 
By a vote of 16 ayes to IS noes the Senate re­ 
fused to strike out the enacting clause. 
At 10:15 i*. m. the Senate adjourned. 


ASSEMBLY. 


The Assembly met at 10 a. m.—a quorum pres­ 
e n t. 
Windrow’s bill. No. 323. to regulate the prac­ 
tice of pharmacy aud the sale of medicines and 
poisons, to provide for the inspection of drugs 
and medicines, and to prevent and punish the 
adulteration ot the same, was read a first time. 
Martin called up and secured the eeooud read­ 
ing* of A. B. 107. This bill, it is charged by many 
members in the flouse, is not a just claim 
against the State. It provides that the sum of 
$50.000 be appropriated to pay D. Jordan for 
work and m aterial in construction of the State 
Prison at Folsom. 
Several members made motions to take up 
bills out of order, hut it being apparent that 
such proceedings would block all legislation, 
tlie House refu-ed to do so. 
On mot! >n of Brierlv, ruie 1 of the Hous* was 
changedlo read as follows; “Recesses shall be 
taken fro* 12:30 p. m. to 2 o'clock p . m., and 
from G o’clock p. m. to 7:30 P. M." 
Rule 12. by the same motion was made to 
read as follows: “ Business on the general file in 
the following o rd er: At the morning session, 
bills on second reading; at the afternoon ses­ 
sion, bills on first rending; at evening session, 
bills on third reading.'' 
Immediately alter the adoption of this rule, 
< 'ooley attempted to take up a bill out of order 
from the second reading file. 
In this he was oppu'ed by Brierly. Coombs, 
and others, who claimed that under the work­ 
ing of the rule just adopted it would be reached 
in due time. 
Hyde claimed that the measure referred to 
was important, and 11 not taken up out of order 
it would not be reached this session. 
Brierly replied to the remarks of Mr. Hyde, 
referring to the latter us the kindergarten states­ 
man from Alameda. 
Renison said he hoped the rule would be en­ 
forced. and business proceeded with in the reg­ 
ular order. As it was now, the man who had 
the most brass aud could secure the attention of 
the Sjieuker was the ” biggest Roman of them 
all.” This boys' play had gone quite far enough, 
aud he wanted tneni to get down to business or 
adjourn. 
The House refused the motion of Mr. Cooley. 
On motion of Morgan. A. B. Pj7 was transfer­ 
red from the general to the special file. 


GENERAL FILE. 
Shanahan’s A. C. R . proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution relative to irrigation, was 
lost—44 ayes to 15 noes. A notice of reconsider­ 
ation was given. 
All the t»ther propon! constitutional amend­ 
ments were passed m the file, there being so few 
members present that the authors were afraid 
to allow them to come to a vote. 
Lawrence moved to replace to the second 
reading file A. B. 17, which was withdrawn ou 
Thursday by its author. Henry of Butte. It is 
a bill whioh provides that every insurance com­ 
pany that docs business in this’ State must have 
a subscribed capital stock equal to at least $200,­ 
000, within this State. 
Lawrence claimed that 
the author had withdrawn the bill without the 
authority of its friends, and he desired to father 
the bill and restore it. His motion prevailed: 
the bill was restored to the file, and without ref­ 
erence to a committee was read a first time. 
Regan called up out of order from the general 
file, A. B. 67, an Act to provide for the better 
protection of life and property-in the use of 
steam toilers, aud it was read a second time. 
This bill provoked much discussion. Regan, 
Britt, Lawrence and McGowan fought all the 
amendments sought to be tacked on oy the ene­ 
mies of the measure. Alter full two hours’ de­ 
bate. the bill was referred to the committee, on 
motion of its author, for amendments. 
Carroll asked that the Committee on Public 
Buildings aud Grounds be allowed to take an­ 
other iunketing trip. 
Taylor of Sacramento Dromptly moved to lay 
the request upon the table, und it was carried 
almost unanimously, and the proposed junket­ 
ing duly “ sat down upon.” 


IN FAVOR OF DAMS. 
The Committee on Water Rights and Drain­ 
age. to whom was referred A. B. 451, providing 
for the impounding ot mining debris, reported 
it back, with a substitute offered by Mr. Variel, 
its author, with a majority recommendation that 
it do pass. They also added: “ We are con­ 
strained to do this from a sense that this bill 
proposes a feasible plan for the satisfactory set­ 
tlem ent of a great sectional contest that has 
been going on for the past eight years between 
the valley residents along the banks of the Sac­ 
ramento. Feather end Yuba and Bear rivers 
and the miners who dump above them in the 
hills aud mountain canyons of the Sierras, and 
which contest, without any appreciable benefit 
to the dwellers in the valley, has resulted only 
in disaster and destruction to the mining indus­ 
try. An immense amount of propertv, aggre­ 
gating in value many millions of dollar;, has 
practically been confiscated through the appli­ 
cation by the Courts to this sect ionalcontrover-y 
of legal principles that had their origin in an­ 
other land, ana under physical conditions that 
have no parallel in this couutrv. Without com­ 
pensation having beeu made, the valuable 
property of the miner has, in fact, been taken 
for private ends. The lawful industry of a life­ 
time has t>een impossible of pursuit, and the op­ 
pressed miner is at our doors asking not that he 
may be permitted to destroy his neighbor’s 
property, but that some means may be devised 
whereby, without injury to that neighbor, he 
may be permitted at his own cost and expense 
to resume that occupation which stimulated the 
founding of this State, which has nourished its 
growth, and whose continuance Is so essential 
to her future prosperity. 
“ The bill under discussion answers, in our 


opinion, all these requirements, and if it can be 
enacted into a law, we believe that the miner 
may not only resume his labors without injury 
to his brother of the nlalns, but that the result 
of the construction of proper impounding dams 
will be to hold in the river channels of the 
mountain gorges the immense dei*osits of debris 
which have been there accumulating for over 
flirty years. 
1 That the scheme of this bill is feasible, and 
that the mining debris may be impounded, was 
clearly shown to us in committee by the written 
testimony of sach eminent engineers us Wm. 
Ham. Hall, L. J. Le Count. Prof. George David- 
s>n. A. W. Von Sc hmidt, A J. Bowie, Jr.. Geo. 
F. Allardt, Tbos. Price, F. Van Leicbt, A. Bosch- 
ko, G. S. Snecht, A. J. Molerá, Hermann Jen­ 
nings, Melville Atwood. George E. Gray, Milo 
Hoadley, J. R. Mansan, Constantine Henssell, 
Calvin Brown. Mareden Mansan. L. L. Robinson, 
and the publicly printed opinion of Colonel 
Mendel, Hamilton Smith. Jr.. Wm. Ashburu, 
Geoige B. S. Alexander and Captaiu J. B. Eads, 
and therefore, believing upon the faith of such 
eminent authority, especially in view of the 
immense interests involved’ that its plan is 
wonhy of trial, we report this bill back with 
the recommendation that the substitute be en­ 
acted into a law.” 
Mr. Olrieyerof the same committee gave no­ 
tice that ou to-morrow he would tile a minority 
report. 
At 5:45 P. M., on motion of Hyde, the House 
adjourned. 


LEGLSLATI *E NOTES. 


The Assembly Committee on W ays and 
Means resumed consideration of the appro­ 
priation for the Srate Agricultural Society 
yesterday morning. 
Henry Schwartz was 
present, armed with books and documents, 
to enter into a trial of the Directors of the 
Society, hut the committee failed to gratify 
his am bition for such distinction. The 
m atter of letting the pool privileges by the 
Board having been brought up, Senator 
Rose, who is one of the * Directors, said : 
4‘ Mr. Schwartz made a bid of 60s percent., 
and Chase & Co.—or rather Killip & Co.— 
«¡0 per cent. Schwartz aiso offered to give 
$1,000 a day. and I thought this the be3t 
offer. The Board thought, however, that 
K illip <fc Co.’s bid was the best, they hav­ 
ing had the most experience in the busi­ 
ness. Tim e proved the good judgment of 
the Board, as more than $1,000 per day was 
made. 
I did say to Mr. Schwartz that if I 
had had m y way, I would have given him 
the pool privilege. 
I think all this row is 
a fuss between Killip & Co. and Mr. 
Schwartz regarding the pool privilege. 
I 
regard Mr. Schwartz with great friendship, 
as it was through him I got a place on the 
Board.” 
G. W. Hancock, another one of the Di­ 
rectors, said : 
” Mr. Schwartz had offered 
$1,000 per day for nine days. 
Killip it Co. 
had bid 00 per cent. The Board took the 
bids under consideration and decided that 
00 per cent, from K illip <fc Co. would am ount 
to over $1,000 per day. 
The sum re­ 
ceived did am ount $9,200. It was believed 
that GO per cent, from Killip <t Co. would 
be a larger and better bid than 60Ü per cent, 
from Schwartz <t Co.. because o f the in ­ 
creased am ount of business the former 
firm would do.‘ 
Mr. Schwartz «ought to bring in his 
grievance of not being awarded the pool 
privilege, but upon suggestion of Mr. Tay­ 
lor—after some brief discussion—the m atter 
was dropped as not germain to the func­ 
tions of the committee. 
Mr. Cooley, of 
Alameda, moved that the appropriation for 
the use of the society be increased from 
$30,000 to $35,000, and the increase was at 
once sanctioned and adopted. 
The committee appeared to be entirely 
satisfied that the action of the Board bad 
been in good faith and resulted in best 
financial success for the society. The m at­ 
ter was thus dismissed, much to the dis­ 
comfiture of Mr. Schwartz, who came there 
with a very large chip on his shoulder and 
blood in his eve.

Lenten Regulation*. 
Archbishop Riordan has issued ¡he fol­ 
lowing circulnr. 
containing the Lenten 
regulations for ISs". to ail the Catholic 
churches o f th is archdiocese : 
1. A ll the faithful who have core’.lie ted 
their twenty-first year are unless 
-giti- 
mately dispensed, bound to observe the last 
of Lent. 
2. All days of Lent. Sundays excepted, 
are fast days of obligation on one meal. 
3. By dis]>ensatioii, flesh meat is allowed 
at the chief meal on all days except 
Wednesdays. Fridays, Em ber Saturdays, 
the Vigils of the feasts of S'.'. Joseph and of 
the A nnunciation, and the last four days of 
Lent. 
4. The use ot flesh meat and fish is for­ 
bidden at the same meal, even on Sundays. 
5. A collation is allowed in the evening, 
at which, by permission of the Holy See, 
the use of m ilk, butter aud cheese in sm all 
quantities is granted. 
ti. Lard is allowed instead of butter in 
preparing food for the chief meal or even- 
tngcollation all days throughout the year 
except Ash W ednesday. Ember Days, the 
last tour days of Holy Week, the Vigils of 
the Feasts of the A nnunciation, Pentecost, 
Assumption, All Saints and Christmas. 
7. On Good Friday the use of eggs, m ilk, 
butter and cheese is forbidden. 
8. All under 21 years of age, those who 
are engaged in hard labor, the sick and 
convalescent, and those who cannot fast 
without injury to their health, are exempt 
from the law of fasting. 
9. Those who ate not bound to fast niay 
use flesh meats more than once a day on 
all days on which its use is permitted. 
10. Those who may have any reasonable 
doubts as to their obligation to fast or ab­ 
stain should ask the advice of their con­ 
fessor. 
11. The tim e for fulfilling the precept of 
Easter Communion extends ÍD the A rch­ 
diocese from the first Sunday in Lent till 
the end of the Octave of Pentecost. 
12. The Rectors of the Diocese are re­ 
quested to have Lenten devotions in their 
churches on W ednesday. Friday aud Sun­ 
day evenings of each week.
